COURT, 


Further Testimony About the American 
River from Early Daya to Date—Ef­ 
fects of Sand and Sediment. 


The Blickens case—The People vs. The 
Gold R un Ditch and M ining Company—was 
resumed a t 9:30 A. M. yesterday, Judge Jack ­ 
son Temple presiding. 
W . F . K nox sworn (to M r. H art)—I 
have lived in Sacramento since September, 
1850. 
Came to California in September, 
1849. 
W hen I iirst came to the State I 
crossed the Ameiican river near where the 
Twelfth-street bridge now stands. 
I t was a 
clear stream, with a hard, pebbly bottom. 
The banks were very bluff, and from fifteen 
to tw enty feet high. 
The bottom of the river 
was comparatively level and very firm. 
I 
constructed two buildings, in 1850, on the 
American river, a t w hat was called W hite’s 
ferry. T hat ferry wa3 about opposite Twenty- 
eighth street, 
I noticed th at the water of the 
American river became very muddy and was 
laden with slickens about 1SS2.* I was Levee 
Commissioner of the City of Sacramento for 
three years. 
I noticed particularly during 
th at tim e the condition of the water and the 
channel of the American river. 
I found by 
observation th at the river channel was 


FILLING UP RAPIDLY 
Each year, earned by the w ater bringing 
down large quantities of sand and sediment. 
I t has been every year constantly filling up 
w ith sand. 
A fter 1862 tho levees were built 
to the higbt of four feet above high-wa er 
mark, which would bring tii6 levees to a highf, 
according to our gange, of twenty-four feet. 
W e found, a few years later, th at the con­ 
stant filling in of the channel necessitated 
our raising of the levees-five feet higher. 
In 
1851 
and 
1852 
I 
resided 
in 
this 
city, 
not far 
from 
tho 
present Court 
House. 
I resided there until after the 
flood cf 1862. 
During the floods of 1862, I 
went up the American river as far as Brighton 
on a steatpboat. 
The first high water in the 
American usually scours out the channel for 
a few miles from the point where it empties 
into the Sacramento. 
The American usually 
rises several hours before the high water 
coinés down the Sacramento. 
The deposit 
from the American into the Sacramento dur­ 
ing flood times ¡3 very great. 
The new 
m outh of the American was mostly made in 
1867 and 1868. 
The Sacramento river is par­ 
tially filled up with sand and sediment every 
high water. I have seen steamers and various 
kind of vessels moored in the m onth of the 
American river. 
The water was very deep 
at ite month. 
I was at one time engaged in 
rafting logs to that point, where a sawmill 
was situated. 
The old m outh of the A m eii­ 
can was filled np w ith sand during the floods 
of 1867 and 1868. 
A very large bar, fully a 
quarter of a mile wide, is opposite the old 
mouth of the American. 
This bar entirely 
fills up all of the original channel of the Sac­ 
ramento. 
The sawmill at the m onth of the 
American was in operation during the year 
1853, 
Steamboats could get up very easily to 
the milL 
The w ater was clear and there was 
no obstruction to navigation. 
Ih e water 
along the banka wa3 from ten to fifteen feet 
deep at low water, and the bink? rose twenty 
feet above that. 
From tho m outh of the 
American river to the bridge the old channel 
is entirely filled with a sand-bar. 
This sard- 
bar occupies a piaco where was formerly very 
de-p water, and navigated by the largest ves- 
selr. 
This bar throws the waters of the Sac­ 
ramento over on the Yolo side, a d clear be­ 
> ond the original channel of the river. 
This 
bar shoals, and ve-'-eis cannot laud on it at 
any point. 
I unfortunately was one of the 
Drainage Commissioners appointed by the 
Governor, 
I have seen the very largest class 
of steam and b sü vessels navigating the Sac­ 
ramento river ar.d moored at the Sacramento 
wlir.rf. 
The bed of the river, on an average, 
at Sacramento city-is fully 


TEN FEET HIGHEP. 
Than it was in 1850. 
Thi-* saud is constantly 
moving down the river. 
I have noticed this 
onward movement of sund sim e the t o >cs of 
1802, The waters previous to that time were 
clear, and very good for all domestic pur­ 
poses. 
In those‘days we did not have to 
filter the water. 
Now the river water is so 
laden with sediment and sand th at it is unfir 
for domestic purposes unlrss it is settled or 
filtered. The filling up of the bed of tho Sac­ 
ramento river has almost destroyed the drain­ 
age of this city. The sipage water within the 
city increases each year, and the difficulty of 
getting rid of it also annually increases. 
A 
great many blocks in the lower portion of the 
city are 
submerged 
every 
winter 
by 
this 
sipage 
water, 
ar.d 
sometimes 
we 
have 
to 
resort 
to 
pnm pirg 
for 
three months at a time. 
A ll this trouble 
is earned by the filling up of the river chan­ 
nel. 
The sand deposits and channel fillings 
are destroying all of our natural and artificia! 
drainage canals. 
The pumps have been used 
both at the R-3treet and Y-street levees. The 
Y-street levee where the pumps were situ­ 
ated is tw enty feet wide on top and six or 
seven feet high. 
There wa3 more water in 
the fljnds of 1S62 than in those ot 1S67 or 
1868. 
The north levee wa^the only one that 
was raised until last year. 
The cost of the 
lbvees in 1867 and 18G8 was about 850,000. 
The firm cf which I was one of the members 
had a contract to construct them. 
Prior to 
18G2 there was a smr.ll levee, three or four 
feet high, along the back of the American as 
far as Thirty-first street. Such a levee would 
afford no protection now. 
An ordinary flood 
runs over that levee six or seven feet deen. 
Cross-examination (by M r. Catlin)—('The 
witness wae shown a map of the city of Sac­ 
ramento, aud asked to locate the levees which 
he had been describing. 
W itness pointed 
out, and described all of the levees th at had 
been built since the organization of the city. 
W itness also located the different canals that 
had 
been 
constructed, and 
the various 
changes in the American river channel since 
1849.] W itness, continuing: The American 
river in many places near the city is filled np 
with sand fully to the bight of the original 
soil. 
I do not mean to say th at during high 
water all of the deposit in the American is 
swept into the Sacramento. 
There is during 
high water 
ENORMOUS QUANTITIES 
Of sand carried by the swift current into the 
Sacramento river. In 1867 and 18G8 the high 
water covered all the land outside the north 
levee, as far as the beet sugar factory. W hen 
the Sacramento is very high the water in the 
American is slacked as far back as Twenty- 
eighth street. 
The water-works were con­ 
structed in 1852 or 1853. 
W ater was origin­ 
ally pumped into a large tank or reservoir. 
A bout eight years ago the Holly system was 
adopted, and now the water is pumped direct­ 
ly from the river into the mains. 
The water 
for several years past has to.be settled before 
it is goed for drinking or cooking. 
M r. Catlin—14 not the water good to drink 
in its unsettled state ? 
W itness—I am told that the large amount 
of sand it carries aids digestion and is gocd 
for dyspeptics. 
W itness (resuming)—The low land south 
of the city was all covered with back-water 
daring the floods of 1878. 
The break at 
Lovdall’s occurred about 3 o’clock A. M. 
I 
was at th at time Street_ Commissioner. 
I 
immediately had the openings in the K-street 
levea closed, and kept this back-water oat of 
the city. 
Snodgrass slough, where the canal 
from the city discharges, is about twenty-two 
miles south of Sacramerito. 
I was one of the 
Levee Commissioners at the time the canal 
was constructed at the month of the Ameri­ 
can. 
There was no bar above the old mouth 
of the American prior to the making of this 
canal. 
Redirect examination (to M r. H art)—I 
noticed ia the fall of 1851 th at a bar was 
forming in the American river 
opposite 
Twenty-eighth street. 
The m aterial of this 
bar was not sand, but good arable soil. 
The 
Riverside road was covered in 1802, also in 
1678 and last year. 
In 1#82 there were no 
levees to speak of at all. 
The levee to Free­ 
port was constructed by the city in 1S62, and 
was built four feet higher than high water 
m ark. 
The old north levee was built on 
“ A ” street. 
The new one is built on “ B ” 
street. 
The levee from the railroad bridge 
extends to Brighton, a distance of three 
miles. 
Recross-examination (by Mr. Catlin)—W it­ 
ness was shown a m ap of Sacramento city, 


and" he pointed 
out and described very 
m inutely the various points of the river and 
levee?, and the relations they bore to each 
other. 
A t this point Mr. H art notified the Court 
th at W . W . Sheldon, of Folsom, disregarded 
his subpsna, and said he would net come 
unless his fees were advanced. 
M r. H art 
asked th at the Court compel bis attendance. 
The Court ordered that at attachm ent be 
issued to bring him in. 


ARCHIBALD HENLEY, 
Sworn (to M r. Cadwalader)—I have lived in 
this city since 1850. 
I have been engaged 
most of th at time in contracting the con­ 
struction of brick buildings. 
I was at one 
tim e Justice <Jf the Peace, have been one of 
the County Supervisors, and served one term 
as Police Judge. 
F or the last seven years 1 
have owned brick-yards ia the town of W ash­ 
ington, Yolo county. 
I commenced the 
construction of buildiugs in 
1854. 
The 
houses then 
were 
built 
on 
w hat 
is 
called 
the 
low-grade. 
The 
high-grade 
is 
nine 
feet 
above 
the 
low-grade. 
In those days most of the merchants had 
good cellars, and they used them both winter 
and summer until after the floods of 1862 
Since th at date, in tim e of high water, the 
water in the city is very near the surface, and 
cellars are of no utility. 
The cellars have 
been mostly filled up since th at time. 
In 
many instances the H ealth Officer of this 
city has compelled the filling in of cellars. 
In 1850 we had to sink nine or ten feet to get 
water. 
A t present the water is just beneath 
the furface. 
Since 1862 all the houses built 
vfltbin the city have been constructed with 
w hat we call basements. 
T hat is the first 
floor is several feet above the ground. I have 
crossed the Sacramento river nearly every day 
for several years. 
1 have noticed th at steam­ 
ers navigating the river have to pass through 
the east side of the draw. 
The west side of 
the draw is filled up with a sandbar. 
A very large bar has formed on the Yolo side, 
ju st below the bridge, th at extends a longdis­ 
tance and occupies a large portion of the 
river’s channel. The last two years the water 
has broken through and flooded my brick 
yards. 
There is a deposit of sand on my 
place, from two to five feet deep. 
The de­ 
posit of last winter came from the American 
river, and is a coarse gray sand. 
(W itness 
here produced a sample of sand taken from 
his land.] I have about twenty-five acres of 
land in aud adjoining W ashington. 
I form­ 
erly cultivated it, but the deposit of sand has 
entirely destroyed it for agricultural purposes. 
I know that this deposit came from the 
American, from the fact th at the current 
from th at river flowed over the land. 
My 
property adjoins that of Mr. Hoagland. Mr. 
Hoagland’s house was thrown drowD, and de­ 
stroyed by the flood of last winter. 
I be­ 
came possessed of this property in 1874. 
A t 
th at time it wa3 good soil and produced 
abundant crops. 
The first deposit of coarse 
gray sand was last year. 
The previous year 
the deposit was of a-finer nature. 
The sand 
deposit of last wiuter is w hat we term excel­ 
lent building sand. During the wiuter of 1S62 
I lived south of the R street levee, near Tenth 
street. 
The deposit on the land south of R 
street left hy the flood of 1862 
wss of 
a loamy nature, and made good soil. 
I t 
was entirely different from the sand de­ 
posit of recsnt floods. 
The 
debris of 
1862 was soil ; th at of last w inter sand. 
The American up to 1861 2 showed no filling 
of consequence. 
H ave examined the water 
of the river frequently in the last ten years. 
I t has been about as thick with mud as could 
be stirred into w ater and be water. 
The Sac­ 
ramento river water was by the city formerly 
pumped up into tanks, and they had to be 
run off every two or three months and 
there would then be from one and a half to 
two feet of mud on the tank bottom. 
The 
city water has grown noticeably bad only 
since 1862. 
I t has been about the color of 
cider and couldn’t be used for washing with­ 
out settling. 
This year, since absut the first 
of June, has been very much clearer than for 
the five or six years theretofore. 
I t has been 
more exempt from mud. 
Have noticed it at 
the house hydrants. 
Remember the Lovdali 
break (1878). 
The water from it covered the 
lower portion cf the city cemetery. 
The Court—I think I shall have to limit 
you, M r. Cadwalader, as to the number of 
witnesses on these points. 
W e had fifteen or 
tw enty testifying to overflows at Sacramento. 
W itness— Ihe wind on the oveiflow below 
the city created waves th at washed the levee 
badly, and at one time it was considered that 
there was danger.

CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
Can’t state cxactlv when the first pumning 
was done over the R street i. ver. 
I think I 
do remember when W . S. Long took the con­ 
tract to pum p the water out of the city. 
It 
was, if at ail, before 1S00. 
Have in hard 
rains seen water over lots on P street, but 
not 60 late as April and May. 
I lived three 
years between S and T, N inth aud Tenth 
streets. 
Saw dep-vits on the land about 
there lift 
in 
1867 S. 
I 
excavated 
to 
tho black soil and for 300 feet iqaare found it 
from one to three feet. 
That was soil left 
there hy fl icds. 
I t was liner than that which 
came down last winter. 
I t was mixed with 
sediment and produced wet'. 
There are two 
breaks in the levees above W ashington that 
are now open. 
I think the Sacramento at 
eighteen feet above low-water m ark flows 
through these breaks and goes into the tule 
basin. 
Since the breaks of 1878 on the Yrolo 
side the waters, except in one season when 
the levees were repaired, have run over my 
lands in Yolo. 
The deposit of last winter 
was the first in which the sand you hold 
[building sand exhibit] was deposited. 
If 
the Freeport levee had been secured the 
water below the city last winter would still 
have cot gone off rapidly enough. 
T hat 
levee affected the water, I think. 
Never ob­ 
served sipage w ater before 1860 inside the 
levees. 
(To M r. Cadwalader)—I don’t mean to be 
understood th at this gray sand will grow any­ 
thing but willows. 
I know nothing of the 
cutting through the Freeport levee as affect­ 
ing the drainage of the Sacramento, except 
by hearsay,

A fternoon tcrsio n . 
Judge A. Haniev was cross-examined hy 
Mr. Catlin. 
No new points were developed. 
George L ittle sworn—I have lived in the 
vicinity i f Folsom since August, 1851. 
I 
mined in 1851 at Negro Bar. 
I live about 75 
yards from the bank of the river. 
I have 
been since 1851 mostly engaged in mining. 
I 
bought a ferry at the m outh of Big Gutch in 
1853. I continued running this ferry till about 
1856. The ferry was only for passengers. There 
was a larger ferry about two miles above me. 
I first saw tho American river in the latter 
part of August, 1851. 
The banks of the 
stream were high and bluff. 
The bed of the 
river at Folsom was rocky. 
I hare been up 
the N orth Fork as far as Auburn. 
I went 
up the American river to that point in 1857. 
The mouth of the South Fork is about three 
miles above Folsom. The land east of Folsom 
is hiUy. 
The N orth Fork runs through high 
hills. The bed of the river at Folsom in early 
days contained m any large bowlders. 
The 
river is nearly level for two or three miles 
above the town of Folsom. 
In 1851 the river 
was 
CLEAR AS CEYSTAL, 
A nd was quite clear until about 1858. W here 
I f-rried the water was about tw enty feet 
deep. 
There was a rapid immediately above 
and a riffle just below my ferry. 
Between 
these two falls the water at low stages was 
comparatively still. 
During flood times it 
ran very swiftly. 
The water in 1858 was 
not one-half as muddy as it is at present. 
The water th at comes down now ia heavily 
laden with clay and sand. 
W itness here was 
shown Borne specimens of sand and slickens, 
and he said they were the same cs those de­ 
posited in his vicinity. 
The first sand th at I 
noticed coming down was in 1858. 
On the 
north side of the river near my place the 
the bankB were abont thirty feet above low- 
water mark. 
The water in the N orth Fork 
had a yellow tinge in 18*8. 
I don’t know 
anything abont the South or Middle Forks. I 
have been up the N orth Fork a great many 
times. 
The lust time I went up th at branch 
of the American was about four months ago. 
I have seen sand deposits all along the river 
as far up as I have gone. 
The sand on the 
upper portion is like this sample [Hodgdon, 
No. 6]. 
The bed of the river near FolBora 
has tilled np from twenty-five to thirty 
feet. 
The deposit 
fills up the 
entire 
channel from bank to 
bank. 
W hen 
I 
went there in .1851 there were 
no sand 
deposits of this character in the river. 
The 
rapids th at I spoke of have been all cov­ 
ered up to the depth of many feet. 
The first 
freshet of the year carries away a portion of 
this sandy deposit. 
During the summer this 
sand is deposited in large quantities in the 
channel. 
I first noticed th at the w ater car­ 
ried a large amount ot sediment abont 1862. 


THE SAND AND SEDIMENT 
Come from the upper portions of the river. 
There is very little farming along the N orth 
F o rk ; its course is between high hilis. 
I 
have been up the river to the junction of the 
N orth and Middle Forks. 
The water in both 
those streams wa3 muddy and very much 
alike. 
Toe hi.’hest fliod we have had »t Fol­ 
som was in 1862. 
This flood was six or seven 
feet higher than any flood before or since. 
Tne Granite M ills were washed away. 
They 


were located abont a mile above the suspen­ 
sión bridge. 
_ 
_ 
Cross-examination (by Mr. Catlin)— A por­ 
tion of the G ranite M ills was washed away 
I think in 1858. 
I have been ranching for 
the last five or six years. 
I t has been abont 
eight years since I quit mining. 
I cannot see 
the river from my house. 
The last mining 
th at I did was near the site of the old G ran­ 
ite Mill, near Slate Bar hill. 
The earth on 
Slate Bar hill is of a red and gravelly nature. 
They began mining on Slate hill just as soon 
as the N orth Fork ditch was completed. 
This caoal was quite large, and carried a 
great many inches of water. 
Slate B ar hill 
is about three quarters of a mile above where 
my ferry was located. 
There was considera­ 
ble mining done on th at laill between 1856 
and 18G0. 
I mined there, but the debris from 
my claim was deposited on a large flat, and 
did not reach the river. 
There is a bar just 
below m y place called Main bar. 
About the 
same amount of mining was done there as at 
the point I have been describing. The ground 
on M ain bar was of a gravelly nature. I have 
seen ten or twelve run of sluices in operation 
at a time at these points. 
They used usually 
in the neighborhood of 100 inches to each 
mine. 
THE BANKS 
On both sides of the American river near my 
place are very rocky. 
The site of my ferry 
was abont a quarter of a mile below the 
bridge. 
Have been on Doten’s B ar many 
times. 
I t is about nine miles above Folsom. 
They get water to mine the bars from the 
North Fork canal. 
I have been to Mormon 
Island and Red Bank frequently. 
There 
was considerable mining done at these points, 
and they dumped their tailings into the river. 
The river is filled up to the depth of a great 
many feet at Negro Bar. 
The water as it 
passes under the bridge is ten or twelve feet 
higher than it was in 1857. 
The first bridge 
was built in 1857. 
The present bridge, I 
think, was built in 1863. 
Negro B ar was a 
lively place in 1854. 
There were about 300 
men engaged in mining there from 1831 to 
1S54. 
About 175 acres of Negro Bar have 
been mined away. 
On the Folsom side the 
bank was about forty feet high. 
From the 
bluff on the south side to the bluff on the 
north side, at the widest part, including the 
river-bed, it is abont a mile wide. 
The bar 
itself at the widest is near a half mile wide. 
More debris has Deen deposited at Folsom in 
the last ten years than in the ten years before. 
Don’t know what part of ii came from the 
wash cf the N atem a ditches. 
(l'o Mr. H art)—The acres cn Negro Bar 
were rained out in the early days by “ long 
toms,” not by hvdraulicking. 
The mining 
began there in 1850, and ceased long before 
1862, and the earth thus loosened was all 
washed away then. 
The bar ia now 


FILLED CP 
Some ten cr twelve feet higher than it origin­ 
ally was. 
The mining .at Slate Bar H ill was 
by “ picking out,” and then it was washed 
away. 
N ot halt enough was done there to 
fill up Negro Bar below. 
Probably half of 
the materia! at Slate B ar H ill wa.s cobbles, 
and much of it is there yet. 
T hat mining 
began in 1S5G, and continues, but not stead­ 
ily, for lack of water. 
Only part of the hill 
is 
mined 
off 
yet. 
Don’t 
know if 
hy­ 
draulic 
milling would 
have 
leveled 
it 
off 
in 
one year. 
On 
the south side 
of 
the 
river 
tho 
mining 
was 
much 
of the same character, with pick and shovel. 
The soil is much the same, mostly clay. 
Don’t know how many acres have been 
mined off there, but some fifteen to tw enty 
feet deep. 
N ot enough could have been 
taken from there to have filled the river two 
miles. The cobbles washed out are still there. 
Don’t know how much mining is being done 
at Rattlesnake, Dolen’s and other bars There 
is not much mining up there. 
Don’t know 
if Rattlesnaks bar is simply a drift of debris 
from above. 
The people at Folsom don’t use 
tho river water for drinking. I t is not fit for 
ordinary domestic purposes, washing or cook­ 
ing. 
They have better water than river 
water, but wouldn’t use it if the river water 
was clear. 
JOHN B TAYLOR 
Sworn (to Mr. Cadwalader)—I live fourteen 
miles from Sacramento, about one-third of a 
mile frem the American river. 
P a rt of my 
farm rune down to the river. 
Been there 
since 1853. 
Farm ed from 1857-5S 
Came to 
California in 1849. 
Camped on the Ameri­ 
can August 17. 1849, opposite Sacramento. I 
mined 
at 
Oregon bar, on 
tho 
N orth 
Fork, above Beals’ bar, abont opposite where 
Mormon Island is, on the 
South Fork. 
The Am erican river was then clear. 
A t 
Sacramento we waded it at low tide opposite 
our esinp. 
A t Oregon bar we could wade 
across a t the rlfflas, where the water v.-as two 
or three feet deep ; then there would he deep 
holes tw enty or thirty feet deep below them. 
The bottom wes cobbly, rocky and gravel— 
mostly gravel. 
A t Mormon bar the bluff 
hills were fifteenjor tw enty feet high. 
Mined 
on Oregon bar by digging four or fi ve feet 
deep, carrying the dirt to the river and wash­ 
ing it out in a “ rocker.” The dirt came from 
near the river. 
Miners, in fnirly good dig­ 
gings, would wqsh out about three hundred 
pails full in a day, between two men. 
One 
wou’d carry the buckets to the rocker, and 
the other wash it out, dipping up tho water 
with a dipper. 
This was the only kind of 
mini jg then. 
The bar was then composed of 
clay, cobale stones, gravel and earth. 
A t my 
place in 1853 the river bonks were high and 
bluff on the south ; less so on tbe north, and 
then farther down would rise again. 
The 
water was comparatively clear up to 1853, 
was a little riley the-’, ar.d then got clear, 
and so remained until 1862. 
T hat year we 
had the highest water known by any marks. 
Had more water then than since, 1 think. 
The water was colored then. 
I noticed very 
little deposit of sana and gravel until after 
that flood ; never saw any deposit of rand or 
gravel on the lands until then—that is to any 
extent. 
After the flood of 1862 I begaii to 
see bars in the river when it got low. 
The 
bars since then have got larger, and there are 
more of there, and in the last five years they 
have increased very rapidly. 
They latterly 
form cftener 
AS ISLANDS 
In the river. 
They are cnmpoEed of coarse 
and grayish-looking sand. [W itness identified 
No. 7 “ Hodgdon ” as the kind of sand in 
bars near his place.] Saw th at kind of rand 
first in 1862, and it has grown coarsc-r since it 
began to come down. 
A deposit of gravel is 
on my place which I suppose came out of the 
river. 
Some came there in 1862, some last 
year. 
I ’ve seen it there from the size of a 
Gird’s eeg to a hen’s egg. 
Some of it goes 
back a hundred rods from the river bank, 
opposite a low place in the hank. 
There is 
no oveiflow on any land I cultivate save 
where I have a few fruit trees, and th at don’t 
amount to much. 
THIS LOW PLACE 
W as some fifteen feet above low-water mark 
—th at is, the gravel had to get fifteen feet 
above the bed of the river to get in there. 
The bars show in the bed of the river first in 
the Summer; in the beginning of winter they 
appear to wash off 
and low er; 
in the 
♦spring, us the snows melt, and the river 
rises, they form again and show bigger. 
W hen the snows melt the river will rise and 
fall in 24 hours some two feet, more or less, 
dependent on the warmth of the day and the 
coldness of the night. 
The water of the 
river a t my place is bad, 
One could drink it 
if he couldn’t get better. 
Stock will drink it 
at any time. 
I t is not good for family use. 
W hen I went to my place in 1853 the river 
banks were from tw enty to forty feet high. 
There were then riffles in the river ; there are 
none now. 
Don’t have to rink to far now 
for well water as in 1853. 
Never have seen 
the river come down in waves. 
A bucket of 
the river water might give a settling of one- 
sixteenth of an inch. 
The water, in places, 
is ten feet shallower than when I first went 
there ; in some places not so much. 
Have 
seen salmon going up the American river. 
I 
don’t know of seeing any salmon in the river 
since 1862. 
Cross-examination (by M r. Catlin)—I was 
mining in August and September of 1849 on 
Oregon bar. 
There were about 100 men on 
th at bar when I left. 
I visited the bar the 
following M ay. 
W hat was called Farm er’s 
diggings was on m y place. 
These diggings 
were worked hy water frem the Natoma 
Ditch Company. 
They were worked until 
1865. 
The extent of the mines was not more 
than a quarter of a mile. 
These diggings 
were of various depths, from one foot to four­ 
teen feet. There has been a little sand depos­ 
ited in my orchard. 
This sand was deposited 
during the fl iod of 1862. 
I t covers an area 
of about five acres, and averages a foot in 
depth. 
I notice in sinking wells that water 
is obtained at a much less depth than for­ 
merly. 
The soil of Farm er’s diggings was 
gravelly, and produced gray sand. 
There 
were not more than ten claims running there 
at any one time, and their average head of 
water would not exceed 25 inches. 
The bar 
opposite my place was called Sacramento bar. 
This was qnite an extensive bar. and covered 
with gravel, rocks and brush. The first water 
used in running Sacramento bar was pumped 
out of the river with an eDgine. 
Buffalo 
creek empties into the river opposite Sacra­ 
mento bar. 
There has been but little mining 
done a t Farm er’s diggings since 1862. 
There 
was perhaps about 25 acres mined at those 
diggings. 
There is no trace of the tailings 
from those claims left in tbe river at th at 
place now. 
A t 4:50 K m . Court adjourned to meet at 
9:30 A. m. tc-day.

I spent two hours with Mrs. Lincoln this 
afternoon, tho conversation turning mainly 
upon the subject now uppermost in her mind, 
and which has during the past week received 
and excited a certain amount of criticism— 
which is the possible increase of her pension 
by CongTess. 
Mrs. Lincoln says she has felt 
much grieved to hear th at the people of Illi­ 
nois have given expression to such statem ents 
a3 have found their way into the Press con­ 
cerning her, and she knows full well the par­ 
ticular source from which these reports have 
emanated, 
and 
the 
personal 
feelings 
which 
have 
prom pted 
them . 
This 
Government, 
she says, 
owes 
it to her 
to see th at she is provided for in a manner 
th at her wants may be fully met, and there 
is no reason why she Bhould not receive the 
same consideration at the hands of the na­ 
tion th at may bo contemplated for another, 
not on her own account so mnch as an act of 
jnstice to the memory of a man to whom this 
nation owes a great debt of gratitude—Ab­ 
raham Lincoln. 
So far as her present financial condition is 
concerned, Mrs. Lincoln says most positively 
th at she has not enough from the Govern­ 
m ent to m aintain her. She is under expenses, 
medical and otherwise, which are large, 
no m atter how simply 3he may liv e ; and 
as for being a charity subject on the 
hands of her relatives, she wBl never consent 
to that. 
Some had criticised her son Robert 
because he did not take care of her. 
She did 
not desire to have him do so, for he had his 
own family to look after, and had his hands 
full. 
His kind heart had urged this many 
times, and also his wif i had done the same, 
but sho had insisted it was her duty to live 
upon her own resonrces. 
There has been a 
story floating about, said Mrs. Line In, and 
it was now freshly repeated ia the W estern 
papers, th at she had received §75.000 from 
Congress, and th at interest upon this sum, 
added to her §3,000 pension, ought to be 
enough to m aintain her handsomely. 
There 
never was a greater falsehood. 
Congress 
never 
gave 
her 
§75,000, 
but 
immedi­ 
ately after her husbacd’s death that body 
did vote her the amount of the President’s 
salary for one year—§25,000, less §2,500, 
which Mr. J'i. B. W ashburne succeeded in 
having cut off from the sum originailv in­ 
tended;-and this left her §22,500. 
She went 
to Chicago and purchased a house olTWest 
W ashington street, paying therefor §18,000, 
and in addition 
laid cut a considerable 
amount for furniture ; so th at she had very 
little left after this transaction from the 
original amount of the appropriation. 
She 
finally found it would ccst more than she 
could afford to keep up the house; so she 
told her 
son 
Robert if he weald pay 
her 
§1,500 a 
year 
for 
a 
period of 
seveu 
year*, 
he 
might have t e prop­ 
erty. 
H e 
agreed 
to 
this, 
and 
paid 
th at sum annually. 
Tho property, much of 
the time, failed to pay moro than half that 
revenue. 
He was obliged to make the pay­ 
ments out of his own pocket. 
She also gave 
to Robert the house ia Springfield, which was 
very old and worth but little. 
She was 
prompted in both instances by the desire that 
her son should have something of what the 
country had given her in consideration for his 
father’s services. 
N ot until Ju ly 15, 1870— 
more than five years after President Lincoln’s 
death—did Congress see fit to grant her a 
pension. 
The original design was to secure 
her §5,000, but it was reduced to §3,000, 
which Charles Sumner, in a letter informing 
her it had been voted, advised her not 
to 
accept, as 
it 
was 
far 
below 
what 
ought to have been given to h e r ; 
but 
she felt th at §3,000 was beitr-r than nothing, 
and her necessitiis compelled her to decline 
to act upon his urgent advice. She had always 
endeavored to live frugally, aud when in 
France she livtd like a peaeant, in small 
"apartments, and had not spent her time in 
traveling, making only infrequent visits to 
Italy, whither she went in winter on account 
of her health. 
Oiten of late che had been 
obliged to borrow money on her pension 
claim in order to meet her cxp-nses. 
I t m at­ 
ters not, she save, w hat Jacob Bunn has if 
hers—that is a small amount and concerns 
nobody. 
She had not enough money to live 
on, and she felt it was the duty of Congress 
to increase her pension at least to ar. amount 
in keeping w ith her necessities.

THE EXPERTS. 
No doubt one of the features of the 
Guiteau trial will be the testimony of med­ 
ical witnesses as to the question of his 
sanity. It appears that a number of the 
doctors who have been summoned have 
already examined the prisoner, and held a 
consultation, and though they are reported 
as being “ reticent,” the reporters have as­ 
certained that “ there will be a wide differ­ 
ence of opinion among them regarding the 
responsibility of the assassin for his acts.” 
We have never doubted that such a differ­ 
ence of opinion would exist, for it is one of 
the most unfortunate phases of medical 
evidence in all murder cases in which in­ 
sanity is pleaded. There is no concurrence 
of opinion among medical men on the ques­ 
tion of responsibility, and therefore nothing 
can be proved either one way or the other 
from their views on that head. Even the 
most eminent alienists are divided on this 
point. 
Thus Dr. Maudaley holds that 
where there is insanity there cannot be re­ 
sponsibility, while Dr. Hammond main­ 
tains as strongly that there may be and 
often is complete responsibility together 
with mental disease. 
Of course the 
considerations upon which these di­ 
verse conclusions rest are physiologico- 
psychological, and as in all such matters, 
there is a great deal to be said on both 
sides. The distinction, nevertheless, may 
be said to depend precisely upon whether 
the witness takes a purely medical view of 
it, or whether he takes a medico-juridical 
view. And the inference therefore is, that 
the question of insanity is the only one 
which the physicians should be troubled 
with. The question of responsibility, when 
the facts are ascertained as to the actual 
mental condition of the prisoner, can be 
determined quite satisfactorily by the judge 
and jury. It may require trained profes­ 
sional skill to say whether cerebral disease 
is present or not, but it does not rennire 
special preparation to say whether the doer 
of a certain act understood what he was do­ 
ing, and whether, consequently, he is pun­ 
ishable. The experts in Gniteau’s case are 
tolerably certain to put on record a great 
mass of conflicting and confusing testimony, 
nine-tenths of which it would have been 
better to withhold. 
THE ESPOEr OF TaE MIST DIRECTOR. 
The annual report of the Director of the 
Mints shows that an unusually heavy 
coinage has been done during the past 
year, owing to the influx of foreign gold. 
The most important part of the report, 
however, is that relating to the silver coin­ 
age. Mr. Burchard recommends the stop­ 
page of the silver-dollar coinage, pointing 
out that no matter what course Europe 
may take on the silver question, it will 
probably become necessary to melt down 
and recoin our silver. This would be 
requisite evtn if the restoration of silver 
generally shcnld be agreed to, because in 
that event there can be no donbt that the 
ratio of 15i to 1 would be chosen. But if 
on the other hand a further demonetization 
of silver in Europe should take place, we 
should find ourselves with seventy to a 
hundred millions of depreciated silver on 
our hands, and the lower thi3 money de­ 
scended the faster would it be substituted 
for gold in the channels of trade. That 
is to say, that by the blind and reckless 
coinage of Bilver we are exposing ourselves 
to the serious danger of having our cu -roncy 
once more depreciated through the action 
of other countries, over which we of 
coarse can have no control. It remains to 
be seen whether Congress has acquired 
sense enough on this question to stop the 
in6ane coinage of the “ buzzard 
dollar 
or no. 


THE HEW DOCTRIHE. 
The following is a dispatch from New 
York, under date of November 27th : “ The 
“ central organization of the Gnitcd Trade 
“ and Labor Unions of New York, Brook­ 
ly n and Jersey City to-day expressed its 
“ unqualified approval of the manifesto, 
“ * No Rent for Land,’ because it was the 
“ gift of the Creator to His creatures.” We 
are obliged to point out that the reasoning 
of the central organization of these Unions 
is Dot sound. In the first place, how do 
they fcnow that the land was “ the gift of 
“ the Creator to His creatures ?” It will 
not do to take 3uch a matter for granted in 
so momentous a question’. We must be 
quite sure that the circumstances are ex­ 
actly as represented. Of course if the Cre­ 
ator bestowed the land as a gift upon all 
His creatures, they ought to have it. But 
it seems somewhat necessary before going 
any further to settle the question whether 
God, in the opinion of these Unions, is the 
ultimate Governor of the earth. If He is 
admitted to be, then it is in order to in­ 
quire how it came to pass that He should 
have failed to make His purposes known to 
His cieatures ; and when that question is 
disposed of, the next one will be how it 
happens that what are now assumed to 
have been His intentions should never yet 
have been carried into effect ? And it will 
be difficult to make out any case for the 
gift theory which is stronger for mankind 
than it is for the animal creation. The 
real basis of the theory of course is the 
argument that since man was produced on 
the earth, therefore the earth was intended 
for his support. But this is a proposition 
wholly incapable of proof either way. We 
know nothing of “ intention” in connec­ 
tion with the phenomena of existence. 
We only know of actualities. That we are 
here we know, but not why we are here ; 
and therefore the whole “ gift” doctrine 
rests upon a petitio principii, or as it is 
put in English, a “ begging of the ques­ 
tion.” 
The argument, moreover, even if its 
force were admitted for the sake of discus­ 
sion, proves altogether too much for those 
who use it. For if the earth was given by 
the Creator to his creatures, why not the 
things which owe their existence to the 
earth directly or indirectly ? Why not the 
cattle which range on a thousand hills, and 
the flocks which whiten a thousand val­ 
leys ? They are nourished and owe their 
being to the products of the earth. In a 
large measure their subsistence ia inde­ 
pendent of human labor. They are neces­ 
sary to the Bupport of mankind, or so man­ 
kind with few exceptions believe. Why 
then should anybody pay his batcher’s 
bill ? Clearly the Creator must have in­ 
tended also that the cereals and fruits 
and all manner of food products which the 
bosom of the earth sends forth, should be a 
free gift to His creatures. All these thirgs 
are necessary to their support, and unless 
they obtain them they will perish of starva­ 
tion. How iniquitous then is the conduct 
of the farmer who monopolizes the pro­ 
duce of the earth, of the miller who griudR 
his grain, of the selfish baker who pre­ 
pares it for the table i W hat are all these 
people but a sort of robbers who ought to 
be stripped of their ill-gotten gains, and 
what are they but Eerfs and abject slaves 
who pay their baker’s and grocer’s bills ? 
And then there are the metals. Gold 
and Bilver and iron and copper and lead and 
all of them were manifestly placed in 
the bowels of the earth as free gifts to the 
children of men, and yet we see how a few 
have monopolized them ! Why should the 
poor man work before he can obtain gold 
and silver ? Why should he be made to 
pay for all the implements and tools of 
metal which he needs ? Why should the 
planks, which are made of trees, a 
natural growth, and bricks, which are 
after all only that soil which ought to be­ 
long to all, cost money? Is not the pre­ 
tense that it is because human labor has 
been put upon all these things, a mere 
sophism invented to make the rich richer 
and the poor poorer ? Take the question 
of clothing again. The wool grows on the 
backs of sheep, who live upon grasses. 
The cotton comes more directly from the 
soil. The silk is the product of a worm. 
Are not all these things mere cousins of 
the earth one or two degrees removed ? 
Were they not therefore evidently included 
in the original gift? Why then should 
any one. pay his tailor or his dry goods mer­ 
chant? In the words of Ancient Pistol, 
“ Base is the slave that pays ” 
And yet it is very discouraging to see 
how wicked men have slighted and ignored 
the purposes of their Creator, and how 
helpless He has been to carry out His own 
plans. For if He really meant all these 
things to belong to everybody, He has 
singularly failed in getting his ideas ful­ 
filled, and Man, with his grasping acquisi­ 
tiveness, has frustrated all the bountiful 
intentions of God, and instituted private 
property in every imaginable thing. And 
we fear that it is too late to change the 
arrangements now, whatever might have 
been done some hundreds or thousands of 
years ago. Possession will, it is to be ap­ 
prehended, continue to constitute a strong 
argument for continuity of tenure in regard 
to most things. The difficulty of proving 
the original title to land which our friends 
the Trade Unions have so unhesitatingly- 
accepted as valid, wiil moreover be a 
serious one. And since acquisitiveness is 
very clearly a mastcr-passion in Humanity, 
and since we must assume that it was 
implanted by the same agency which made 
the alleged gift of the land to mankind, the 
incompatibility of this universal attribute 
with the supposititious community of prop­ 
erty referred to, must give rise to still 
further perplexities. No doubt it might 
be very pleasant if all the world could get 
aloDg without working and without paying, 
bat it has never been found possible yet, 
and inasmuch as all the conditions of life 
are those which grow out of the environ­ 
ment, it will have to be admitted that the 
existing arrangements are in all probability 
the only ones which could havo been made- 
Human Nature, and the materials it works 
in,, being such as they are. If Human 
Nature and the surroundings should un­ 
dergo radical changes, the millennium of 
the No Renters may become possible, but 
until such changes occnr, it will be tound 
necessary'to maintain the general statin in 
quo, however grievous it may appear to 
some modern philosophers—and lunatics. 


WHAT WILL CHILE DO? 
It is stated that quite a general recogni­ 
tion of the Calderon Government has oc­ 
curred in Pern, notwithstanding, or per­ 
haps because of, the kidnaping of Calde­ 
ron by the Chilean Admiral Lynch. If 
this is so, it must be regarded as showing 
that there was some hope of returning order 
in the conquered country, and that Lynch 
has done his utmost to prevent it. The 
removal of Calderon by force in fact has 
all the appearance of a piece of brntal vio­ 
lence such as no civilized general would be 
guilty of. It has been done with almost 
nnmistakeable reference to the United 
States, moreover, our Minister, General 
Huribut, having specially interested him- 


mbusiness off-hand 
ing to do so, 


self in behalf of the Calderon Government. 
It is to be hoped that the State Depart­ 
ment has already received instructions from 
President Arthur to remonstrate firmly 
against the action of the Chilean com­ 
mander, and that the little influence the 
United States appears to possess may be 
exerted as actively as possible for the 
rescue of Peru from the. throttling grasp of 
her enemies. It is the more necessary that 
this should be done because Secretary 
Blaine, in reviving the Monroe doctrine, 
has warned all other nations off from this 
and all similar cases. And since it is no­ 
torious that England has heavy interests 
Peru, and stands ready to settle the 
if we are not will- 
or if we will make 
no objection, our failure to render 
our wishes respected would under the cir­ 
cumstances be productive of very humil­ 
iating results. The Monroe doctrine is no 
doubt a very fine one if it can be main­ 
tained ; but nothing can well be sillier 
than for a government to make a great 
brag when it possesses no means whatever 
of enforcing it3 position. In the present 
case, moreover, there is another consider­ 
ation. England, as we have said, has large 
interests at stake in Peru, whereas we have 
scarcely any. Now it is clear that if we 
refuse to England the right to interfere 
between Chile and Peru for the protection 
of her own interests, we entail upon our­ 
selves the duty of guarding those interests 
ourselves. For we cannot deny to all our 
neighbors the right of doing police duty on 
these continents, and then neglect the per­ 
formance of that duty ourselves. We are" 
therefore bound to proceed vigorously with 
our diplomacy, or abandon the Monroe 
doctrine. As to the latter, indeed it is ODly 
too clear that we cannot maintain it bnt 
by the courtesy of the other powers. If 
for example England became impatient of 
our futile dalliance with Chile, and struck 
sharply in to settle the dispute with a 
squadron of her ironclads, it is per­ 
fectly evident that we should have 
no recourse. We could not afford in such 
a case even to protest, for that would only 
emphasize our weakness. The conclusion 
of the matter is that we -are by our own 
position compelled to insist on the ratifica­ 
tion of peace on reasonable terms between 
Chile and Peru, but that we are utterly 
incapable of enforcing our demands if they 
should be rejected by Chile. It is perhaps 
fortunate that this very exasperating situa­ 
tion should coincide so nearly with the 
meeting of Congress, for the fact seems to 
warrant a hope that the beginnings of a 
navy may be obtained in consequence. No 
patriotic or intelligent man can fail to per­ 
ceive that as the case stands we occupy a 
position which is absolutely unbearable for 
a great and wealthy nation, and that if we 
are not prepared to become ridiculous in 
the eyes of the world through the contrast 
between our promise and onr performance, 
we must at least own enough powerful 
ironclads to make ourselves respected by 
the petty republics of South America. 


SOCIAL AND PERSONAL. 


MRS. COOPER AND ROBERT*. 
The -Presbyterian battle of doctrine 
which has been ragiDg so long and hotly 
appears to have culminated at last in the 
withdrawal from Calvary Church of both 
Mrs. Cooper and Deacon Roberts. The lady 
has stated that she retires because she docs 
not feel strong enough physically for 
another campaign. The Deacon resigns 
presumably because he found that the 
church would not help him to crush a 
woman whose main fault it was that she 
had been too successful. Nevertheless it 
must be admitted that Deacon Roberts, 
repulsive and altogether unlovely character 
as he appears to be, had the logical side of 
the case. Mrs. Cooper might be all that 
her friends alleged, and more, but she had 
no right to teach non-Presbyterian doctrine 
in connection with a Presbyterian Church. 
If we may judge from her own statements 
Mrs. Cooper is not a Presbyterian at all 
in belief. She repudiates some of the 
leading beliefs of that church. Whether 
these beliefs are bad or good is nothing 
to the purpose. They are the tenets of that 
particular religious organization, and if 
the organization is to be kept up all 
who joio the church must abide by them. 
The real significance of this contest has 
therefore lain in the light it throws upon 
the rapid dissolution of Presbyterianism as 
it was originally understood. It is per­ 
fectly clear that the sympathies of the 
church have been with Mrs. Cooper all 
along, and this shows that the members Of 
the church have ceased to care about its 
ostensible tenets, and in fact have ceased 
to believe a great many of them. Mrs. 
Cooper, who evidently does not believe 
many things which twenty years ago would 
have been deemed indispensable to 
her communion with almost any Christian 
church, has been upheld against a church 
member who does believe in the old- 
fashioned creed. This shows conclusively 
that modern intellectual progress iq actively 
at work in the churches, and that some of 
them at least only succeed in maintaining 
this organization by practically renouncing 
the most considerable of their original 
doctrines.

A ICO feet shaft is being sunk on the 
Porter mine, about 1,500 feet south of the 
Ivanhoe and on the same lead.

AUSTRALASIA. 
Arrival of the Steamship Zealandia at 
San Francisco. 
[By Telegraph.] 
San F rancisco, November 28th. — Ar­ 
rived, steamer Zealandia, from Sydney via 
Auckland, etc., bringing the British mails 
and the following advices : 
W ellington, November 5.h.—Ballestón, 
the native Minister, interviewed Tewhite on 
the 12 ;h of October. The result was unsat­ 
isfactory. 
- 
The acting Governor issued a proclamation 
on the 19th, warning the natives that they 
must accept the terms offered within a 
fortnight, or forfeit the land awarded to them 
by the Royal Commission. 
The constabulary has been largely in­ 
creased, and the proffered services oí several 
carps of volunteers have been accepted. A 
large force is collected in the disturbed dis­ 
trict as a precaution against possible hos­ 
tilities. 
In accordance with previous announcement, 
the native Minister, with a force pf 1,800 
mío, proceeded to 1’aeihaka to-day and de- 
mauded Tewhite’s answer to the proclama­ 
tion. No reply being forthcoming, the riot 
act was read. An hcur later the native 
meeting-house, which was densely crowded, 
was surrounded, and Tewhiti John, the chief 
follower of Hi .Joko, the alleged murderer of 
a European iu 1879, was arrested without 
resistance. 
Sydney, November 34.—A bill has been 
introduced in the Council to legalize and reg­ 
ulate Trades Unions, and enable them to ac­ 
quire and hold property, liko other corpora­ 
tions. 
Sir George Innes, created Judge of the 
Supreme Court, was sworn in October 24th. 
The United States Fish Commission pre­ 
sented the Zoological Society with 40,000 
salmon ova, which arrived in excellent condi­ 
tion, per City of Sydney, and were placed in 
hatchmg-boxes. 
B riscase, November 2d.—General Field­ 
ing, with a party exploring a railway route, 
arrived at Cloncurry on the 7th of October. 
They are reported to be well satisfied with 
the country so far. 
Chief Justice Lilley has reconsilered his 
decision, and now accepts the knighthood. 
H. M. schooner Conflict called at Lizard 
Island on the 22d of October, and found 
Fuller & Watson’s beach strewn with books 
and furniture. Mrs. Watson and child are 
missing. The husband was visiting a distant 
station. A thorough search was made, but 
unsuccessfully. It is feared an outrage was 
committed by the natives. Parties are still 
searching. 
M elb uene, November 1st.—On the Gov­ 
ernment notifying the Assembly to name 
those appointed as an Education Committee, 
with Francis Ormond as Chairman, a caucus 
of the direct opposition was held, Berry pre­ 
siding. The majority decided to support the 
motion of Ramsay, formerly Minister of Ed­ 
ucation, declaring the construction of the 
Commission unsatisfactory. The House ac­ 
cordingly adjourned. At a meeting subse­ 
quently held Oioghten denounced the appoint­ 
ment of additional members. Judge Higen- 
botham farther opposed the Chairmanship of 
the Commission. Ramsey disclaimed any in­ 
tention to endeavor to assist the Government 
appointee, and offered an amendment to the 
motior, but maintained that it was undesira­ 
ble to refer to any Commission questions af­ 
fecting the public policy, such as the alleged 
grievances of the Catholics. Ologhten de­ 
clined to consider both the original and 
amended motions. A vote of want of confi­ 
dence was offered, and the House declined to 
proceed to other business until this was dis­ 


posed of. The debate . has already occupied 
two sittings, and is still unfinished. As a 
large majority of the Conservatives support 
the Government, the victory of the latter is 
psmred. Last night Ologhten announced 
that Higenbothsm declined the Chairman­ 
ship, which will now bo cffered to Michie, 
late Agent General. 
The se a s o n is generally dry.'but the recent 
raicfall improved the prospects of an average 
harvest. 
Tne report of the Police Commission Í3 
published, and severely condemns the prin­ 
cipal officers of the force ; declares that Cap­ 
tain Standish, late Commissioner, displayed 
neither zeal nor jndgment in the search for 
Keliip ; recommends the superannuation of 
Superintendent Nicholson ; favors the reduc­ 
tion of the salary to the lowest grade of all 
the Constables who were in the hut at the 
time of Sherritt’s murder. Two members of 
the Commission dissented from the above re­ 
port. It is not thought the Government will 
act on the rec unmendation?. 


SOME NEWS NOTES. 
The Prince of Wales has secured a place 
in history by designing a new plaid in 
green, red and white, and his wife and 
daughters, proud of the achievement, wear 
suits made of the plaid. 
The ladies of Ashland, Oregon, were so 
anxious to have a saloon closed that they 
lately asked the proprietor his price, and 
then set to work and raised the necessary 
sum by subscription, and closed the 
place up. 
Over three hundred girls have recently 
been removed from the public schools of 
Lewiston, Me., and placed in a Catholic 
parochial school, and their withdrawal will 
involve the closing of at least six of the 
pnblic schools. 
Daring the past year $19,000,000 has 
been given by private individuals in this 
country to the oause of education. Of this 
amount Hamilton College has received 
$50,000; Rochester, $75,000; Syracuse, 
680,000; Wells College, 6100,000, and 
Cornell, $1,385,000. 
Col. H. P. Holcombe and wife, who re­ 
side near Selma, Ala., have recently cele­ 
brated the sixty-third anniversary of their 
marriage. Col. Holcombe is in his eighty- 
third year, but is reported to be as erect 
and quick in his movements as a man a 
score of years younger. 
A mare belonging to Mr. Muncey, who 
resides on the Touchet, Washington Terri­ 
tory, attracted the attention of the family 
by her strange actions. She would run up 
to them, rub them with her nose, whinny, 
and then run toward the river. Curiosity 
prompted them to follow her. They dis­ 
covered her colt entangled in a drift in the 
river, only its head being visible. 
Perhaps one of the most extraordinary 
signs of the times, illustrating the unhappy 
and unhealthy condition of things in the 
Russian Empire, is the recent institution of 
a eecret society, for which the model and 
precedent must be sought rather *n the 
Middle Ages than in the actual nineteenth 
century. This new society is known as 
the Swiataia Drcujina, or Holy Brother­ 
hood, its object being to protect the person 
of the Emperor, and to maintain the exist­ 
ing order iu the form of autocratic rule.

LOCAL JHTEUJGEKCE. 


SUICIDE 
BY POISONINá. 


George S. Roth, son of Simon Roth, whose 
harness shop is near the Golden Eagle on K 
street, between Sixth and Seventh, commit­ 
ted suicide by taking strychnine yesterday 
afternoon. 
I t is said th at he has been de­ 
spondent for some time and remarked a few 
weeks since to associates th at he would put 
himself “ out of the way onqof these times.” 
H e was formerly a t work in his father’s shop, 
and told a friend on Sunday th a t he had got 
his tools at the shop again and should go to 
work yesterday. 
H e was about 20 years of 
age. 
H e had drank several times yesterday 
but was said not to be intoxicated, and be­ 
tween 12 and 1 o’clock in the afternoon went 
to the drug store of J . J . Spieker, at the 
corner of Sixth and K streets, and asked for 
some Btrychnine, which he wanted, he said, 
to kill rats. 
To avoid suspicion, he followed 
his rem ark of calling for it by saying: “ The 
place where our shop is used to be a restaurant, 
you know, before we bad our shop there, and 
the rats have pestered us to death ever 
since we have been there.” 
The clerk to 
whom he applied used commendable care in 
the m atter of selling the poison, and sug­ 
gested th at as strychnine was so dangerous to 
have around, th at he use phosphorus paste, 
which he recommended as very effective for 
the purpose of killing rats, and took down a 
box to show him. 
George took the box in 
hi3 hand and looked at it as if to decide 
whether he would take it, and then remarked, 
“ I guess I will take the strychnine, as we 
always use th at and are used to it.” The 
clerk knew the applicant perfectly well, and 
having no reason to distrust anything wrong, 
sold 
him 
a diaahm 
vial of strychnine, 
entering the name of the buyer and for what 
purpose it wa3 bought upon his records, as 
required by law when poisons are sold. 
George immediately went back to the shop, 
asked a colored man named F rank Morton in 
to the Golden Eagle bar to take a drink with 
him, which they did, and going back to the 
harness shop together, George borrowed a 
glass from an adjoining building, mixed about 
half of the strychnine, which was in powdered 
form, in a glaes of water and drank it. 
W hether M orton knew at the time that he 
was_ taking poison cannot be ascertained, a» 
he is a “ c ra n k ” of the most pronounced 
order, and refuses to give any informa­ 
tion 
upon 
the 
subject — if indeed he 
has any upon this or any other subject. 
W ithin two or three minutes young Roth be­ 
gan to show symptoms of the effect of the 
poison, and was eoon after seized with 
cramps, which were followed by spasms. 
Drs. Brune and Pyburn were immediately 
summoned, and an effort was made to use a 
stomach-pump, but the patient was still 
aware of w hat was passing about him, and 
refused to allow it to be used. 
The despera­ 
tion of the case being known, an attem pt was 
made to force the tube into his mouth, in 
which effort the fingers of the doctors were 
bitten and somewhat injured. 
Fiually the 
tube was inserted, but no sooner was it done 
than the patient bit the tube in two, and the 
effort had to be abandoned. 
Efforts to ad­ 
m inister an emetic were then made, and par­ 
tially successful. 
Between 1 and 2 o’clock, 
about an hour after the fatal dose had beeu 
taken, ho was placed in a carriage and taken 
to his father’s home, where the efforts were 
continued to counteractthe poisonous draught, 
but without success, and be died about 5 
o’clock in the afternoon. 
Coroner V erm ilya will hold an inquest upon 
the remains this afternoon or evening.

Further Testimony for the 
Defense. 


THE PRISONERS CONDUCT. 


Evidence of the Assassin's Sister 
and Brother. 


GUirEAU 
AGAIN INTERVIEWED. 


What He Intends to Do Before the 
Trial Closes. 


[ST1CLIL ET TELEGRAPH TO TUB RlCOED-ESIOB.l 


W ash in g to n , November 28;h.—The Crim­ 
inal Court-room was densely crow ded this 
morning. 
A t 10 o ’clock Mrs. Scovilie re­ 
sumed her testimony, 
She deEcribed Gui- 
teau’s a ctio n s d u rin g b is v is it to h e r in 1878, 
and said th at she was then con v in ced th at he 
was insane and should be put in the asylum. 
Frequent objections were raised by the 
counsel (or the prosecution to the character 
of the questions propounded by Scovilie, and 
continuous discussion ensued between the 
counsel upon the admission of certain evi­ 
dence. 
A t times some irritability was mani­ 
fested. 
“ Tbe witness does not understand the 
rules of evidence, geutlemeD,” eaid Scovilie. 
“ Yes, tu t you are supposed to,” was the 
reply. 
The witness being asked if she had ever 
before been upon the witness-stand, replied, 
w ith much emphasis, “ No, and I am no 
lawyer, either.” 


MOKE EVIDENCE FOE THE DEFENSE. 
Mrs. Sccville’s examination was concluded. 
Cross-examination was postponed to allow 
George D. Burroughs of Chicago to testify, 
as he desired to leave to-day. 
This witness 
boarded with Scovilie at the time of Guiteau’s 
visit in 1878, and made up his mind that the 
prisoner wa3 either a fool or crazz. 
H e wa3 
satisfied that Guiteau wa3 unsettled in his 
intellect. 
There was a large interval before the next 
witness appeared, and Guiteau took advant­ 
age of the opportunity, and he broke out 
w ith : “ I desire to tell all these ‘c ran k ’ 
newspaper men, th at I appear here as my 
own couneel. 
T hat is my answer to all the 
silly stuff th?y bave been delivering them ­ 
selves of for some days p a st 
Some of the-é 
newspaper men have gone crazy. 
I appear 
here in part as my own counsel, as I have a 
right to under tbe law and Constitution of 
America.” 
No effort waa made to check Guiteau, and 
no notice whatever of the interruption was 
taken by the Court. 
P. S. Josolyn, of the Oneida Community, 
thought th at Guiteau’s marked characteristic 
was intense egotism. 


GCITEAU’S BROTHER ON THE STAND. 
John W . Guiteau, brother of the prisoner, 
was next examined. 
H e had not been on 
good terms with his brother for some years, 
Dut he had no dcubt of his sanity until he re­ 
ceived some letters in October. 
Since he had 
come on here, and had seen Lis brother in the 
Court-room and at the jail, he had become 
satisfied that he was insane. 
On being cross­ 
examined, the witness adm itted that before 
he had come to W ashington he had always, 
in talking of the case, said th at he believed 
bis brother was responsible, but not sane. 
Respoueible because, as he thought, at some 
period of his life the prisoner had volantarily 
surrendered himself to evil practices rather 
than to good. 


THE PBISONEE’S BITTER RETORTS. 
Guiteau winced under these statements, 
evidently fearing that his brother’s candor 
would ÍDjure the case, and with considerable 
bitterness interrupted : 
“ My brother and I 
have not been on good terms for fifteen years. 
Ho always sympathized with my father on 
th at Oneida Community business, while Sco- 
ville and my Bister sympathized with me. 
Tbe last timo I saw my brother in Boston we 
had some angry word*, so he does not come 
here to testify for me with the ordinary 
affection of a brother. 
I am glad to find 
th at he has changed his views, however, in 
m y case. 
I want the public to u .derstand 
about this.” 
Guiteau continued to interrupt, explain and 
correct the witness. 
Once Judge Davidge attempted to stop 
him, but he waved his hand imperiously, 
saying, “ You keep quiet, Judge, if you 
please.” 
Shortly after witness was asked, in con­ 
nection with the incident he had related, if he 
at th at time thought the prisoner insane. 
Guiteau quickly anticipated his reply by 
saying, “ Why, of course, he has always 
thought I was badly cracked.” 
WitnesB said he never detected the slight­ 
est traces of insanity in his father. 


THE INSANITY QUESTION. 
A recess was here taken, after which w it­ 
ness was questioned at some length as to Gui­ 
teau’s family, and instances of alleged insan­ 
ity in his family. 
H e did not know of the 
insanity of his aunt and two uucles except by 
report. 
On being asked by Scovilie to explain what 
he meant by faying th at his brother was mor­ 
ally responsible, and th at he was under the 
influence of the devil, witness explained the 
peciliar belief of his brother as to the coun- 
U r influence of Christ and the devil, which 
v r r s being exercised upon mankind, and that 
one or the other always gained tbe ascenden­ 
cy. 
H e agreed with his father, and believed 
at the same time th at his brother had, through 
his intense egotism and wilifulness, surren­ 
dered hires-. If to the iuflaencts of the devil, 
and, that being a free moral agent, he was 
morally responsible to God fey his crime. 
T hat was his understanding of his responsi­ 
bility in this case. 
The prisoner here interrupted, somewhat 
petulantly, 
“ Y o u ’ve got the toing wrong 
side np, my friend. 
I t is very poor theology, 
and a very poor position for you to take.” 
Witness—Perhaps I h av e; but I dou’t 
think so. 
Mrs. Sarah W . Parker, of Chicago, widow 
of Guiteau’s cousin, testified to the lact of her 
husband’s insanity ami death in an insane 
asylum. 
She knew G uiteau 
He visited 
their house in Chicago in lS7f;, and she for­ 
bade him to visit the h»u3e again. 
He fell 
desperately iu love with witness’ fourteen- 
year-old daughter. 
Davidge—A very common form of insanity. 
W itness thought Guiteau insane, as did her 
daughter. 
Guiteau—They were very poor, and I used 
to go down there and give them money, and 
they seemed very grateful. 
In that way I 
became interested in the daughter. 
She was 
much too young for me, though. 
Fernando W . Jones, of Chicago, boarded 
a t the same bouse in that city with the pris­ 
oner in 1870, and formed the opinion that he 
was of unsound mind. 
W itness made a rep­ 
resentation to the Court officers as to Gui­ 
teau’s mental condition, which he supposed 
secured his release at the time he was impris­ 
oned for a failure to return money which he 
had collected for a client. 


THE ASSASSIN ON THE STAND. 
Quite a stir followed the sudden announce­ 
m ent by Scovillo that the prisoner would now 
b e sworn. 
Guiteau took the stand, pale but otherwise 
unmoved. 
H e glanced behind him somewhat 
nervously, and requested the officers tc stand 
close to him. 
MarsBal H enry and a deputy and two 
policemen stood between Guiteau and the 
crowd of men who filled the small standing, 
room between Gnitean and the door. 
A pparently reassured, Guiteau took the 
oath, and seating himself said to Judge Cox : 
“ I presume it is understood. Judge, that I 
do not appear as a regular witness, but sim­ 
ply to identify some letters.” 
The letters were then handed to Guiteau by 
Scovilie. and identified. 
The Court then adjourned. 
GUITEAU AGAIN INTERVIEWED. 
C hicago, November 2Sth. — The Inter­ 
Ocean’s W ashington correspondent has inter­ 
viewed Guiteau as follows: 
“ You read 
papers, I know. 
H ave you noticed that 
tim e of them say you are endeavoring to 
feign insanity by your actions in Court ? ” 
“ Yes.” replied Guiteau, “ I see th at some 
of them have said so. 
They are all wrong. 
They do not seem to understand this extra­ 
ordinary'case at all. 
I am not only the de­ 
fendant, but appear as my own counsel, as 
well, and it is only proper for me to see that 
we arrive at the truth. 
That is all I want. 
I am not insane. 
I am just as sane as you 
are. 
I am not pretending to be insane, be­ 
cause I am not. 
I am only trying to get at 
the truth. 
W as it the Deity or myself who 
was responsible for the Bhot ? ” 
" I should not think,” said the reporter, 
“ you would be bo anxious to get at tbe truth 
£8 to save your neck. 
Suppose you should 
be found guilty and be sentenced to be 
tanged ? ” 


' W e have not reached that point,” rephed 
Guiteau. 
1 W ell, it may not be very far off,” was the 
&D8W6r 
“ The Lord has saved my life so far,” said 
Guiteau. 
“ I am in his hands. 
I wUi be in 
the lecture field within a year, and will ha^e 
*50.000. 
Then I will pay all these little 
debts I owe.” 
. 
“ SnDpose the jury should find you in­ 
sane ? ” 
T 
“ Then I should be taken to the Insane 
Asylum, I suppose, until I could get out. 
Suppose they should convict me, then I 
would get a new trial. 
I do not know, but 
we will take care of th at when we get to it.” 
(He spoke as lightly as though he was dis­ 
cussing the case of a Russian N ihilist whom 
he had never seen, and in whom he felt no 
particular interest.) 
"Y o u claim, then, th at you are sane?” 
asked the reporter. 
" Yes, I co,” he said with his idiot-like 
smile. 
“ In a certain sense I was insane 
when I fired the shot, because I wa3 not a 
free ageut and did not commit the act of my 
own volition. 
I was impelled to it by a 
power over which I had no control, and there­ 
fore I was irresponsible. 
In thatseDse I was 
insane. 
A l I want is the tru th to be brought 
out, and th at is why I make these corrections 
as the trial proceeds.” 
“ W ill you take the stand or address the 
jury?” asked the reporter. 
“ I may address the jury,” replied Guiteau. 
“ I shall certainly take the etand and testify 
to the truth.” 
“ W hen do yen go on the stand ?” 
“ That is in Scoville’s lands. 
I think 
that I shall come on just before the experts, 
and make my statem ent.'’

The Bay Shore, or belt 
road franchise around the water front, came 
up for final passage, and Supervisor Taylor 
moved its indefinite postponement, which, 
after considerable discussion, was carried by 
a vote of 9 to 2.

Revolutionary Committee. 
H e made a clean 
breast of it, denounced over sixty of his ac­ 
complices, and took the police to his labora­ 
tory, 
on 
the 
banks 
of 
the 
Neva, 
where 
six men 
were captured 
iu the 
act of manufacturing dynamite. 
A large 
supply of explosives was found in the labora­ 
tory. 
As a result of this treachery several 
persons were sentenced, and two men, named 
Twiatowsky and Perschniakiff, were hanged 
October 8th. 
A few days aft< r ward the au­ 
thorities announced the death of G. G. 
The 
body, horribly mutilated and disfigured, was 
handed over to some Jew ish friends of the 
dead man, and buried in Isaac Cemetery. 
The affair made a great sensation at the time, 
and it was believed that G. G. had been mur­ 
dered in prison, either by the authorities or 
by some avenging Nihilists. 
W hen the body 
reached the Jewish burying ground, the Rabbi 
refused to receive it without a certificate of 
identification. 
The guard of six gendarmes, 
who had escorted the body, went back to 
town, and presently returned with a death 
certificate, filled up with G. G .’s name, and 
apparently perfectly regular. 
The Rabbi 
waa convinced thereby th at the corpse was 
really that of a Jew , and the funeral was 
allowed to take place. 
Astonishing revela­ 
tions have been made to the Russian police 
lately.

known, that J, Charles A. Wetmore, Chief Ex­ 
ecutive VItícultoral and Health Officer of the Board 
of State Viticultural Commissioners, being duly 
authorized and instructed by sai i Board, do declare 
the following quarantine rule9 and regulations for 
the protection of the viticultural industries of this 
State, and due notice Is hereby given, as provided 
by law, thirty days of publication in two daily news­ 
papers of general circulation, not of the same city or 
county, in this State. All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
said rules and regulations: 


QUARANTINE RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


Rule 1. All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s growth; all 
older wocd to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destioyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The reason of this rule i9 that the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is, according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho-earbonate of potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of water; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to foiling point tor one ho u r; replace water 
lost by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently ; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid cn stals in water, 
in proDortion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of water; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lim e” in 20 
parts of water ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. [N. B.—To make “ liver of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water ; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume ; agitate before using; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of “ liver of litne.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS. 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed lo^a.1 residfnt inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each eect-ion or region where vine-grow­ 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
applioation to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. The 
other Inspectors required by law will be appointed 
by this office. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR T1IE FffRTKlER 
PROTECTION OF VINEYARDS. 


Al! persons planting new vineya*ds within the 
State are advised and strongly urged to consider all 
root9 and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them, as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
part9 of the country. 


CERTIFICATES. 
For the further convenience of vine-growers, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, setting forth 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge iu each cese 
not exceeding 50 cems for such certificates made out 
in duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant that may be satisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect r to have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection shall likewise be given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who shall 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector that cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to be 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommendations of 
this office. 


INFECTED W RAPPINGS, ETC. 
Rule 3. All packages and the packing materials 
coming into the State with imported cuttings and 
vines (referred to iu Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by im- 
mers ng in or washing with any of the solutions 
named in Rule 2, provided that the strength of the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall be increased by 
the reduction of the water in the same to one-fourth 
the relative proportions named : if not disinfected, 
such packages and packing materials shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
PENALTIES. 


All infractions or evasions of these rules will be 
punishable accordiug to law.

FRUIT AND FRUIT TREES 


From insect Pests, namely, insects injurious to fruit 
and fruit trees, authoiized and approved by the 
Board of State Viticultura 1 Commissioners of Cali­ 
fornia. 
In pursuance of an Act entitled “An 
Act 
to 
denne and 
enlarge the duties and 
powers of the Board of State Viticultural Com­ 
missioner, and to authorize the appointment of cer­ 
tain officers, and to protect the interests of Horti­ 
culture and Viticulture,” approved March 4, 18*1, 
the Chief Executive Horticultural and Health Offi­ 
cer may appoint local resident Inspectors in aoy and 
all of the fruit-growing regions of the State, whose 
duties shall be as provided in Section 4 of an Act 
entitled “An Act to define and enlarge the duties 
and powers of the Board of State Viticultural Com­ 
missioners, and to authorize the appointment of 
certain officers, and to protect the interests of Horti­ 
culture and Viticulture," provided that there shall 
be no compensation for such services of inspection 
excepting a fee, not to exceed one dollar for each 
certificate of disinfection, in case of compliance with 
quarantine regulations, and not to exceed five dol­ 
lars for each certificate of disinfection, after seizure 
for non-compliance; provided, however, such in­ 
spection may be employed st the option of the own­ 
ers of property requiring disinfection, to disinfect 
the game. And^also said local resident Inspectors 


will be entitled to such other fees as are provided 
for in cases of conviction and seizures. 
1. All tree or plant cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind infested by any insect or 
insects, or the genus thereof, namely, their eggs, 
larvae or pupa, tnatare known to be injurious to fruit 
or fruit trees and liable to spread contagion ; or any 
tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants, or 
trees of any kind grown or planted in any county 
or district within the State of California, in which 
trees or plants, in orchards, nurseries or places, are 
known to be infested by any insect or insects, or 
the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, larvte or 
pup*, known to be injurious to fruit or fruit trees, 
and liable to spread contagion, are hereby required 
to be disinfected before removal fur distribution or 
transportation from any orchard, nursery or place 
where taid tree or plant cuttings, crafts or scions, 
plants or tree3 of any kind are grown, or offered for 
sale or gift, as hereinafter provided. 
2. All tree or plant cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of anjr kind, imported or brought 
into this State from any fore'gn countrj, or from 
any of the United States or Territories, are hereby 
required to be disinfected immediately after their 
arrival in this State, and before being offered for 
tale or removed for distribution or transportation, 
as hereinafter described ; provided, that if on ex­ 
amination of any such impo tations by a local resi­ 
dent Inspector or the Chief Executive Horticultural 
Officer, a bill of health is certified to by such exam­ 
ining officer, then disinfection will be unnecessary. 
3. Fruit #f any kind infested by any species of 
Scale Insect or Scale Insects, or the genus thereof, 
namely, their eggs, larvae or pup*, known to be 
injurious to fruit and fruit trees, and liable to 
spread contagion, is h e r e b y required to be disin­ 
fected, as hereinafter provided, before removal off 
the premises where grown, for the purpose of sale, 
gift, distribution or transportation. 
4 Fruit of any kind infested by any insect or in­ 
sects, or the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, 
larvae or pupse, known to be injurious to fruit or 
fruit trees, and liable to spread contagion, imported 
or brought into this State from any foreign country, 
or from any of the United States or Territories, is 
hereby prohibited from being offered for sale, gift, 
distribution or transportation. 
5. Fruit of any kind infested by the insect known 
as the Codling Moth, or its larva or pupa, is hereby 
prohibited from being kept in bulk, or in packages 
or boxes of any kind, in any orchard, storeroom, 
salesroom or place, or being dried for food, or any 
other purposes, or being removed for sale, gift, 
distribution or transportation. 
6. Fruit boxes, packages or baskets, used for ship­ 
ping fruit to any destination, are h-reby required 
to be disinfected, as hereinafter provided, previous 
to their being returned to any orchard, storeroom, 
salesroom or place, to be used for storage, shipping, 
or any other purpose. 
7. Transportable material cf anj* kind, infested by 
any insect or insects, or the germs thereof, namely, 
their eggs, larvae or pup*, known to be injurious 
to fruit or fru t trees, and liable to spread contagion, 
is hereby prohibited from being offered for sale, gift, 
distribution or transportation. 
8. Tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants or 
trees of any kind may be disinfected by dipping in 
a solution composed of not 1- ss than one pound 
(1 tb) of commercial concentrated lye to each and 
every two (2) gallons of water used as such disin­ 
fectant, or in any other manner satisfactory to the 
Chief Executive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
9. Empty fruit boxes, packages or baskets may 
be disinfected by dipping in boiling water, and al­ 
lowed to remain iu said boiling water not less than 
two minutes. Said belling water used as such dis­ 
infectant to contain in solution not le*»9 than one 
pound (1 lb) of concentrated potash, or three- 
fourths Q) of one pound (1 lb) of concentrated lye 
to each and every twenty gallons of water, or in 
any other manner satisfactory to the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
10. Fruit on deciduous and citrus trees infested 
by any srecies of Scale Insect *>r Scale Insects, or 
the germs thereof, namely, their eggv, larv* or 
pup*, may be disinfected before removal from the 
tree, or from the premises where grown, by wash­ 
ing or thoroughly spraying said fruit with a solu­ 
tion composed of one pound (1 lb) of whale oil soap 
and one-fourth of one pound of flowers of sulphur 
to each and ever}’ one and one-quarter (1J) gallons 
of water used as such disinfectant, or in any other 
manner satisfactory to the Chief Executive Horti­ 
cultural and Health Officer. 
11. Owners of fruit of any kind grown in any 
orchard, nursery or place, in which trees or plants 
are known to be infested with any insect or insects, 
or the geims thereof, namely, their eggs, larv* or 
pup*, known to be injurious to fruit or fruit trees, 
and liable to spread contagion, and all persons in 
possession thereof, or offering for sale, gift, distri­ 
bution or tranportation, are hereby required to pro­ 
cure a certificate of disinfection before removal for 
sale, gift, distribution or t»ansportation. 
12. Any tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, 
plants or trees of any kind, empty fruit boxes, fruit 
packages, or fruit baskets, or transferable material 
of any kind, offered for sale, gift, distribution or 
transportation, in violation of the Quarantine liules 
and Regulations for the protection of fruit and fruit 
trees, approved by the Board of State Viticultural 
Commissioners, may be seized by the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer, or by any of 
the local resident Inspectors appointed by him; 
said seizure to be the taking possession thereof, and 
ho ding for disinfection, or for an order of condem­ 
nation by a Court of competent jurisdiction. 
13. Any person violating the above Quarantine 
Rules and Regulations shall bé deemed guilty of a 
misdemeuior, and upon conviction thereof 6hall be 
punishable by fine of not less than twenty-five nor 
more than one hundred dollars.

“ Of all the tricks, deviceB, subterfuges, 
sharp dodges or deceptions I ever saw,” 
said Jeweler J. H. Johnston to a Sun re­ 
porter, “ was one by which a sharp fellow 
stole from me three pairs of diamond ear­ 
rings. 
He evidently knew when I was not 
in the store. 
He came in one day and 
said to one of my clerks : 
Ib Mr. Johnston in V 
“ ‘ No,’ was the reply. 
“ ‘I am sorry for th a t,’ he said, ‘I wish 
to buy a pair of diamond earrings for my 
wife. ’ 
“ This was repeated on four or five suc­ 
cessive days. 
The last time he said he 
would not wait to see me, but would look 
at some earrings. 
The clerk showed him 
an assortment, and he finally selected three 
pairs, valued at $450, and said : 
“ ‘ I guess I will let my wife select from 
these. 
She will be at my store in an hour, 
and I want you to tell Mr. Johnston to 
bring these around himself, as he is ac­ 
quainted with my wife.’ 
“ ‘ All right, sir; I will,’ replied the 
clerk. 
“ 'B y the way,’ said the fellow, ‘ if you 
will permit me, I will write a note to Mr. 
Johnston.’ 
“ ‘Certainly,’ 
said 
the 
clerk, 
who 
showed him to a desk and pointed out 
where he could get paper and enve'opes. 
He sat down, wrote a short note, folded 
it and put it in an envelope directed to me. 
Then he went back to the counter and said 
to the clerk: 
‘I think you had better 
put the three pairs of earrings in here and 
I will seal them up, so that Mr. Johnston 
will be certain to bring the right ones.’ 
“ ‘Very well,’ said 
the clerk, who 
handed out the three pairs of earrings, and 
the fellow dropped them into the envelope 
before the clerk's eyes, and was apparently 
about to seal the envelope when he said 
suddenly: 
“ • Oh, I guess you may put in that other 
pair,’ pointing to a pair the clerk had laid 
on the shelf behind him. The clerk turned 
and got the other pair and handed them to 
the fellow, who dropped them apparently 
into the same envelope, sealed them, hand­ 
ed them over and said : * Let Mr. Johnston 
bring me the four pairs to my store as soon 
as he comes back,’ giving the address of a 
well-known store in the vicinity. 
Then he 
left, and the clerk laid the envelope on one 
side until I returned. 
Of course we found 
but one pair of diamond earrings in the 
envelope, which was the last pair dropped 
in. 
The other three pairs were paste, 
about the same size. 
The fellow had taken 
two of my envelopes, and into one had 
placed the three bogus pairs. 
W hen the 
clerk turned to get the fourth pair the fel­ 
low had put the genuine in his pocket and 
substituted the envelope containing the 
others. 
W e never saw him afterward, but 
heard that he had practiced the same game 
in other places. 
“ Of cuurse, the imperative rule is to not 
let goods go out of your sight until you 
get the money. 
The trick of having gouds 
sent to hotels or boat ding-houses with bills 
for collection is so btale th at the undeviafc- 
ing rule is to keep your goods in sight. 
But a shrewd fellow once managed to get 
three watches from me by a clever dodge. 
“ A bright, sharp looking customer came 
in oue day and said : ‘ I am from Onio, 
and have a commission to buy some goods 
for my- sister, who is about to be married 
there.’ 
He picked out a bill of $500 worth 
of various articles, and said, ‘ Just send 
them around to my store in Broadway at 
12 o'clock,’ naming a well-known carpet 
store in Broadway. 
The goods were Bent 
by a clerk, who found the customer ap­ 
parently engaged in showing carpets, and 
perfectly at home. He recognized the clerk 
and said : 
“ ‘Ah ! just step this way, and I will 
give you a check.’ 
“ He w tut with the clerk to a desk, 
drew up a check and took the goods. 
He 
appeared to be so perfectly at home that 
the clerk had not the slightest suspicion. 
Of course the check was worthless, and we 
found that he had secured the desk privi­ 
lege at the carpet store by pretending that 
he was buying a large stock of carpets 
among other purchases in the city. 
He 
fooled five jewelers in New York, and 
others in other cities. 
“ One day a swarthy, foreign-looking 
well-dressed young man called on a brother 
jeweler and handed him his card—‘ Alex­ 
ander Dumas, Prussian Legation, W ash­ 
ington.’ 
He said he was with his wife and 
child at the St. Nicholas Hotel, and wanted 
to buy some watches and jewelry, for 
which he would pay cash. 
He said his 
wife was too sick to leave the hotel, and 
wanted the goods sent with the bill. 
The 
jeweler thought he would make a sure 
thing of it and take the goods himself. He 
went to the St. Nicholas, was told that 
Mr. Dumas was stopping there, and was 
shown to his room. 
Mr. Dumas was busy 
writing, but welcomed the jeweler cor­ 
dially. 
‘‘ •A h,’ he said, ‘ I am glad you have 
come. 
I am sorry’ that my wife is confined 
to her bed. 
I will step into the next room 
and let her make her selections.’ 
“ The jeweler, in a moment of weak­ 
ness, consented. 
After waiting five min­ 
utes he began to get nervous. 
He did not 
like to disturb a sick lady, but went to the 
office to make some inquiries. 
There he 
found that Mr. Dumas bad just stepped 
out, and had no wife or child in the houBe. 
He was finally caught, after he had played 
the same game on a number of other jew ­ 
elers, and lodged in Sing Sing. 
When he 
was captured he tried to conciliate his last 
victim by the presentation of a beautiful 
overcoat. 
B at the overcoat proved to have 
been stolen. 
“ Iu showing jewelry it is the custom to 
show only six watches at once, of some uni­ 
form number. 
If the customer wants to 
see another, one of those already on exhibi­ 
tion will be taken away. 
The same rule is 
observed with rings. 
The tray is always 
full, or with a known number of hole9 
empty, so that if a ring were taken the loss 
wonld he instantly detected. 
Sometimes 
a swindler will watch an opportunity and 
slip in a worthless ring and take away a 
good one. 
One jeweler of my acquaintance 
found five plated rings thus snbstitaed for 
plain gold rings one day. 
The trick was 
played on a number of jewelers about the 
same time, and then the rogue was cap­ 
tured. 
A common trick in buying goods 
on the installment plan is to give a wrong 
name, mentioning the name of some sol­ 
vent person. 
The 
references will, of 
course, give a good report, and it will not 
be discovered until too late that the good 
character does not belong to the one who 
purchased the goods.” 
One of the shrewdest and boldest tricks 
ever played on a jeweler was done by a 
woman of nerve in Cincinnati not long ago. 
One day a middle-aged woman, of fine per­ 
sonal appearance, well dressed, and of most 
attractive manners, called at a private luna­ 
tic asylum and asked to see the Superin­ 
tendent. 
That official met her in the 
parlor. 
“ I wish to make arrangements for the 
confinement of a patient here,” she said. 
“ What are your terms and the condition 
on which you receive your inmates?” 
“ Our terras are $15 per week, and you 
must have the certificate of two physi­ 
cians.” 
“ Vtry well,” said the lady, “ I will pay 
you for two weeks in advance. 
The pa­ 


tient is my son, who is insane on the sub­ 
ject of diamonds. 
He has a mania for sell­ 
ing my jewelry. 
I have not yet gotten 
the certificate of the physicians, bnt can 
easily do so. 
I will bring my son here in 
the afternoon, and if you will keep him an 
hour I will bring the physicians with the 
authority.” 
Then the lady entered her carriage and 
drove to a jewelry store. 
There she se­ 
lected $4,000 worth of jewelry, which she 
said was intended for the trousseau of her 
daughter, about to be married. 
She gave 
the name of a wealthy family rtcently ar­ 
rived in Cincinnati, and said to the pro­ 
prietor : “ If you will let one of your clerks 
step into the carriage with me, I will go to 
my husband’s store and give him the money 
for the goods.” The proprietor consented, 
and the clerk, with the goods in a box, en­ 
tered the carriage with the lady, who said 
she wished to stop on the way and show 
her purchase to a friend. 
They drove to 
the asylum and were shown to the parlor. 
The Superintendent entered, and the lady 
said quite calmly to the clerk : “Just open 
the box and show the things to this gentle­ 
m an.” 
The 
clerk 
unsuspectingly 
complied. 
Carelessly drawing near, the lady sud­ 
denly seized the box, and was walking out 
of the room with it when the astonished 
clerk cried : 
“ Hold on, madam ; I must not let those 
goods go out of my sight until I get the 
money.” 
The lady did. not deign to notice the 
clerk, but, turning to the Superintendent 
of the asylum, said : 
“ This is the young man I spoke to you 
about. He is gttting a little violent. You 
had better secure him.” 
It was in vain that the clerk protested 
that a robbery was being committed. 
The 
Superintendent was inexorable. 
He called 
his assistants to eecure the clerk, while the 
lady walked to her carriage with the $4,000 
worth of jewelry.—[New York Sun.

NATURE’3 UNDERTAKERS. 


How often dh 
we 
hear the query, 
“ W hat becomes of the dead birds ?” 
The 
secret of their mysterious disappearance 
was but just now half told by the buzz of 
those brown wings, and the other half s 
welcome to any oue who will take the 
trouble to follow their lead. 
This bettle is 
oae of man’s incalculable benefactors. 
It 
is his mission to keep fresh and pure the 
air we breath. 
He is the sexton who 
take» beneath the mold not only the fallen 
sparrow but the mice, the squirrels, and 
even much larger creatures that die in our 
woods and fields. 
Beneath that clump of yarrow I found 
just what I had expected—a small dead 
bird—and the grave diggers were in the 
midst of their work. 
Already the ram part 
of fresh earth was raised around the body, 
and tbe cavity was growing deeper with 
every moment, aB the busy diggers exca­ 
vated the turf beneath. 
Now and then 
one would emerge on a tour of inspection, 
even rummaging among the feathers of that 
silent throat, and climbing upon the plumy 
breast to pre=s down the little body into 
the deepening grave. 
These nature-burials are by no meanB 
rare, and where the listless eye fails to dis­ 
cover them the nostril will often indicate 
the way, and to any one desirous of w it­ 
nessing the operation, without the trouble 
of search, it is only necessary to place in 
some convenient spot of loose earth the 
carcass of some small animal. 
The most 
casual observer could not fail soon to be 
attracted by the orange-spotted beetles. 
Entomologists assert that these insects are 
attracted b y the odor of decay ; bnt from 
my own humble investigations I have never 
been able to fully reconcile myself to this 
theory. 
If it were the question of odor alone in 
this dead bird, for instance, it yvould be 
difficult to explain tbe bee-line flight of 
these humming beetles, two of which came 
swiftly toward me even from the direction 
of the wind, and dropped quickly upon 
these feathers hidden from sight among 
the grass. 
Perhaps in such an instance 
we might imagine that they had been there 
before, and knew the way ; th at they had 
noted this clump of yarrow, maybe ; but I 
have observed the fact before when there 
was every reason to believe that no such 
previous visit hail been made. 
I am always glad of the opportunity to 
watch the progress of these meadow burials. 
And had you accompanied me on that 
morning walk, you would have looked with 
interest at those little undertakers—seen 
that feathery body toss and heave with 
strange mockery of life as the busy sextons 
worked beneath it, digging with their 
spiked thighs, shovelling out the loose 
earth with their broad heads, and pulling 
down the body into the deepened cavity.

THE 
SAND 
BLAST. 
AmoDg the wonderful and useful inven­ 
tions of the times is the common blast. 
Suppose you desire a piece of marble for a 
gravestone ; -you cover the stone with a 
sneet of wax no thicker than a wafer ; 
then you cut in the wax the name, date, 
etc., leaving the mar ole exposed. 
Now 
pass it nnder the blast and the saud shall cut 
it away. Remove the wax and you have the 
cut letters. 
Take a piece of French plate 
glass, say two by six feet, cover it with 
hne lace and pass it under the blast, 
and not a thread of the lace will be in­ 
jured, but the sand will cut deep into 
the glass wherever it is not covered by 
the lace. 
Now remove 
the lace 
and 
you have a delicate and beautiful figure 
raised on the glass. 
In this way beautifnl 
figures of all kinds are cut in glass at a 
small expense. 
The workmen can hold 
their hands under the blast without any 
barm, even when it is cutting away the 
hardest cutting glass, iron or stone, but 
they must look out for finger-nails, for 
they will be whittled off right hastily. 
If 
tney put on steel thimbles to protect their 
naiú, it will do but little good, for the 
sand will soon w hittle them away, but if 
they wrap a piece of soft cotton around 
them, they are safe. You will at once Bee the 
philosophy of it. 
The sand whittles away 
and destroys any hard substance—even 
glass—but does not affect substances that 
are soft and yielding like wax, cotton, fine 
lace, or even the human hand.

Q. Cannon, a member of Congress 
from Utah, proves to be an alien, has turned 
the attention of the public press to the 
question, and the proceedings which must 
eventually wipe out polygamy in U tah will 
begin with the ousting of Cannon from his 
seat. 


MORMON GOLD. 
The Mormon leaders, however, seem to 
have little fear of what Congress may do 
under the circumstances. Their corruption 
fund is large enough, they claim, to con­ 
trol Congress in the future, as it has in the 
past. 
The immense wealth of the Church 
is deemed sufficient to accomplish any end 
they desire to accomplish, and well-posted 
Gentiles in Salt Lake do not look with 
much hope upon the future. 
The real 
wealth of the Church is not known, but it 
is estimated in the millions, and at tbe 
last Conference the earnest appeals of the 
priests to the people for more tithes indi­ 
cated th at they see a need in the near fu­ 
ture for cash, and plenty of it. 
It is safe 
to say that unless the opposition to admis­ 
sion takes something of the nature of a 
popular wave, the Mormon Church can 
place enough money at the disposal of their 
Washington lobbyists to defeat auy legis­ 
lation attempted. 
From time to time men 
have been sent to W ashington to put the 
evils of polygamy squarely before Congress­ 
men, but these Gentile agents were never 
able to make the slightest headway against 
the money which the Mormons could throw 
into the breach at a moment’s notice. 
THE ELECTIVE FRANCHISE 
In U tah is directly at variance with the 
laws of the United States and the Consti­ 
tution. 
In early times the converts from 
Europe had their naturalization papers made 
out and trust into their hands as soon as 
they arrived, and thus thoueands of aliens 
have exercised the voting prerogative, who 
have no more right to it than the Chinese 
who landed last week in San Francisco. 
Women can vote at the general elections. 
A married woman, sixteen years of age, 
cannot vote under the law, but her vote is 
never refused. 
No Mormon vote is ever 
refused, and in some districts where there 
is the slightest chance of a preponderance 
of Gentile votes, provision is made to neu­ 
tralize it by any means that can accom­ 
plish the end. 


BOYCOTTING A PREACHER. 
The Mormon method of treating other 
religions, while so strenuously preaching 
religious liberty themselves, may be pretty 
well Slustrated by the following : 
About 
two years ago the Presbyterians, who have 
been very active establishing schools and 
churches in the Territory, sent a clergy 
man to Brigham City. 
He purchased a 
piece of 
land 
and 
erected a 
house 
upon it before the Mormons discovered 
his 
real 
mission. 
He 
then 
opened 
a school and attem pted to establish a 
church. His services were closely watched, 
and men stood at the door and took the 
names of all who attended. 
W ires were 
stretched across the road about a foot from 
the ground, th at those on their way to the 
services might stumble before they neared 
the door. 
When ladies fell over these 
wires a mob of young Mormons standing 
near would set up a howl of derision. The 
next move was to stone the school-house 
while the services were in progress, and 
the windows were battered in with bricks. 
The Presbyterian preacher, whose name 
was Gellispie, was a man who feared 
nothing, and being over six feet high 
and muscled in 
proportion, 
found no 
trouble in dispersing the hoodlums by a 
personal visit to the front. Presently, how. 
ever, he found th at he could purchase 
neither meat, vegetables nor groceries at 
any store in the city, the store keepers 
having received orders from the priests not 
to furnish anything to Gillespie under pain 
of being out off from Zion, rhe teamster who 
brought the preacher to the city was called 
before the High Council and 


CUT OFF, 
For his services in behalf of thePresbyterian 
Church, in hauling Gillespie and his house­ 
hold effects from Ogden for $10. 
After 
the Boycotting system had been inaugurated 
Gillespie was obliged to ride six miles and 
back to get meat and vegetables. His house 
was stoned, his fences and out-buildings 
torn down, and in fact his property de­ 
stroyed as fast as he could replace it. 
Be­ 
tween the m ots which hooted him in the 
street, and 
the bricks 
which crashed 
through his bedroom window at night, his 
life was subjected to more than the average 
ills which the duties of a missionary are 
heir to. 
Finally the outrages coming to 
the attention of the Tribune of 
Salt 
Lake, 
the 
m atter 
was 
fully 
venti­ 
lated, and at once the leaders of the 
Church 
at 
Salt 
Lake 
took 
a lively 
interest in correcting the abuses at Brig­ 
ham City, and made a vigorous showing of 
hauling the Brighamites over the coals. 
This is an old trick of the priesthood. 
They encourage such work secretly, but 
the moment the outrages are carried bo far 
as to be known and noticed outside the 
Church, they go through the #foim of 
disciplining the offenders. The same course 
was pursued in the Lee case. 
The Mor­ 
mons harbored and protected John D. Lee, 
the leader in the Mountain Meadows mas­ 
sacre until the strong hand of United 
States law clutched his worthless neck, and 
then the Church assumed to help the au­ 
thorities in the hunting up of evidence to 
convict. 
By making him the scapegoat 
they saved the reputation of Brigham 
Young among the ignorant masses of Utah 
and broke the force of Lee’s confession. 


A DEPOT SCENE. 
A few days ago your correspondent was 
at the depot when a crowd of converts 
came in. 
About two hundred and fifty 
arrived in immigrant cars. 
They had come 
from Liverpool in the steerage of the Wis­ 
consin, and were as dirty and ignorant a 
set of people as could be well imagined. 
There was a time when batches of plump, 
fair-haired, round-limbed girls came to Salt 
Lake by way of these trains, and were im­ 
mediately taken up by tbe lecherous Elders 
to stock the household harems. 
This, 
however, is a thing of the past, and for the 
last five years the scam that floats upon 
tbe surface of 
the 
Welsh, 
English, 
and Scandinavian population, the refuse of 
the work-shops and parish poor-houses, is 
about all that the missionary can scrape 
up. 
This is, however, considered excellent 
material for the drudgery of hoeing pota­ 
toes and harvesting corn. 
CANNON’S CALL FOR HELP. 
In the big Tabernacle on Sunday last 
Cannon made an earnest appeal for the 


prayers and the spondulix of the faithfnL 
He said that the outlook for the Church 
was more gloomy than it had ever been 
since its foundation, and that the co-opera­ 
tion of all the Saints was needed to bring 
confusion upon the enemies of Christ. 
He pleaded eloquently for the tithe payers 
to pay up, and his talk simply meant 
that the leaders of the Church would 
need the sinews of war with which to de­ 
fend themselves at Washington. 
Wften 
Senator Jones passed through Ogden last 
week a Mormon delegation met him and 
asked him if they could depeud upon his 
services at Washington during the coming 
session of Congress. 
He replied in terms 
both forcible and profane that they could 
not count 
on 
him 
to 
help 
bolster 
np 
such 
a 
humbug. 
When 
the 
time comes a speech may be looked for 
from Jones which will command attention. 
He is as well posted as anybody regarding 
the Mormon situation and is crammed 
with facts relative to the high-handed out­ 
rage perpetrated in early days upon the 
Gentiles by the Mormon people under the 
guise of religion. 
IN 1118 NATIVE ELEMF.NT. 
To see the Mormon in his native wilds 
one must leave Salt Lake and spend a 
week in the southern portion of U tah, 
about Provo and San Pate. In Salt Lake 
the better clas3 of Mormons live. 
Some 
are wealthy, and strangers who are enter­ 
tained by them notice their elegant houses 
and sumptuous style of living. 
These are 
the heads of the Church, the men who fat­ 
ten off of the tithes, but the tithe-payers 
represent the rank and file and are never 
seen by the casual visitor to Utah, unless 
the visitor happens to be on hand at Con­ 
ference time 
The Mormona living in the 
vicinity of the places mentioned are little 
better than savages. 
Eich old farmer lias 
four or five wives, who eat and sleep in 
houses of but two or three rooms, in a 
state almost bordering on barbarism. 
In 
these miserable shanties there is not the 
slightest 
evidence 
of 
refinement—no 
books, 
no 
pictures, 
no 
musical 
in­ 
strumente, no magazines or periodical*, 
and nothing, iu fact, but pork, corn, rheu­ 
matic furniture and tattered bed quilts. 
H tre children grow up iu dirt, wretched­ 
ness and ignorance ; without any more 
knowledge of the outside world than the 
cattle they drive to water in the morning. 
In these districts the Mormons have it ail 
to themselves, and the towns they inhabit 
look like deserted mining camps. 
People 
who talk and write about Mormon indus­ 
try will change their ideas of the thrift of 
the Saints by taking a trip to Southern 
Utah. 
THE MORMON PRESS 
Is a peculiar institution. 
The papers have 
not improved a particle in the memory of 
the oldest inhabitant. 
The type is as old 
as the Tabernacle, the presswork abso­ 
lutely wretched, and the news columns 
are devoted almost entirely to descriptions 
ot the finding of ancient tablets in New

property after being heated to 100 degrees.

THE HOLIDAYS. 


A DESCRIPTION OF GIFTS THAT MAY BE 
MADE AT HOME.

As gifts are valued by the true friend 
more tor the giver than for the intrinsic 
value of the g ift; and as a token of esteem 
which has engaged the personal labor of 
the giver more than outlay from the donor’s 
purse, is most valued by the recipient, the 
lady readers of the R e c o rd -U n io n who 
contemplate marking the season of good will 
by exchange of presents will be interested 
in the following account of home-made 
gifts and how to make them. 
A second 
chapter on the subject will be given next 
week, 
touching articles of a somewhat 
different order. 
Art needlework as applied to home 
decoration is the fashionable craze of the 
day. 
All manner of pretty trifles are pop­ 
ular, and the room looks barren whicn 
does not include some of them among its 
furnishing. 
TRIPLES. 
The many trifles manufactured of gilt 
and silver card-board look especially well 
upon the Christmas tree. 
Hairpin cush­ 
ions, 
photograph-holders, 
cigar-cases, 
catch-alls, air-castles, intended for orna­ 
ment only, or for use as pin cushions ; all 
these are decorative and easily made. 
For 
the mstch-safes there are many patterns, 
the best of which is, perhaps, the double 
safe—two boat-shaped receptacles, one 
above the other, for matches and burnt 
ends respectively. 
Tins come for these, 
and the oard-board must bs cut to cover 
them. 
These covers are ornamented with 
needlework or scrap pictures, and the affair 
is suspended by a ribbon. 
Tins for whisk- 
holders are covered in the same way, fin­ 
ished with ribbon quillings and with satin 
or silk at the bottom to match. 
Splint 
work is also used for these, and is very 
effective when prettily embroidered. Such 
a holder makes an acctptible present to 
either a lady or gentleman. 
CIGAR HOLDERS. 
Empty mustard or spice boxes form 
a good 
foundation for cigar holders. 
The card board is cut to lit and decor­ 
ated to taste. 
The bottom—of card­ 
board—is sewed in, and quilled ribbon 
hides the join and finishes the case. 
A ribbon is sewed to the sides and forms 
the handle. The same case may be hung 
on the gas bracket and used for lighters. 
In this case the tapers should be made and 
the holder filled before giving the present. 
Newspaper holders aie pretty and easily 
made. 
The frames for these are sold at 
fancy stores and are merely wooden or 
papier-mache backs, with slits through 
which the straps pass. 
There are two of 
these Btraps of stroug canvas, bound with 
ribbon and worked in point Ilusse or cross 
stitch. 
These straps hold the newspapers 
and may be let out or taken up as desired. 
The holder is to be hung on the wall, and 
forma a most ornamental adjunct to a study 
table. 
BASKETS. 
Baskets 
of 
all 
kinds 
are 
pop­ 
ular, and are variously decorated. 
Open 
wicker baskets are still iu great favor for 
waste baskets. 
They are decorated with 
lambrequins made of cloth, velvet or sateen. 
When this last-named material is used, 
cretonne flowers may be transferred to the 
center of each Vandyke and finished with 
silk or crewels round the edge ; small tas­ 
sels finish the points. 
The smaller sizes 
have now been adopted as work-baskets, 
for which purpose they are lined with Tur­ 
key red, and the lining coming up beyond 
the top is used as a bag and gathered up 
with drawiDg-striugs. 
These, however, 
are not new, but they deserve mention, as 
being both useful and easy to manufacture 
at home. 
WASTE-PAPER BASKETS. 
The small waste-paper baskets, which can 
lie purchased in plain white wicker, painted 
black and gilded by the purchaser, have 
now been adopted as ttower-pot covers, and 
very elegant ones they make with their 
square gilded handles standing up and the 
two small rings hanging down as omamen's 
on either side. 
They can he decorated in 
many ways and take painting with great 
•effect. 
An especially elegant one was 
stained black, gilded and painted, with a 
wreath of large sunflowers in oils round the 
sides. 
Another method savors of the 
Japanesque. 
It is to paint a spray of 
flowers or a branch of fruit drooping from 
one of the handles at one side only. 


USE FOR HATS 
Englishwomen are adapting the taH 
silk 
hats 
worn 
by 
gentlemen 
fi r 
waste paper baskets and work baskets. 
These hats 
when dismissed by their 
v, carers are usually only about a quar­ 
ter worn, as no one will wear a “ shock­ 
ing bad hat ” if it be possible to get a new 
one, and to many ladies to find a use for 
the discarded ones will be a great bocn. 
When decorated and beautified, they form 
really a useful and pretty novelty. 
Toe 
best way of making them up is to em­ 
broider the straight piece around the hat 
first ; cut out a circle for the top, which 
will not need decoration, as it is not seen ; 
then sew these on the hat securely, hiding 
the stitches round the crown with a cord 
of the colors used. 
The brim, cover and 
the lining are prettiest of fluted material. 
A very elegant one was of black satin, 
embroidered or painted with red gerani­ 
ums, and the fluted lining and brim of red 
satin to match. To counteract the extreme 
lightness of the hat, it may be slightly 
weighed with lead, sew in under the lining. 
When the hat-basket described is intended 
for work, loops of ribbons for scissors, 
thimble, etc., should be attached to the 
edge, or a bag top may be sewn round the 
top, 


WALL POCKETS. 
The cheap Yeddo hats so much worn 
last summer are mace into “ wall-pocketa,” 
or hanging-baskets. The outside is brushed 
all over with gold or black paint and al­ 
lowed to dry thoroughly ; the ineide of the 
brim is lined with satin, and a bag top is 
put in the crown, which is drawn up with 
cords and tassels. 
Then the brim of the 
hat is turned up on one side and a bunch 
of dried grasses and artificial flowers is 
placed there, or for this may be substituted 
a bow of ribbon matching the lining. 
The 
bag is hung against the wall, turned with 
the hat outside. 


LWORK-BASKETS AND CATCH-ALLS. 
Very petty work-baskets may be made of 
strawberry basket», lined with red Turkey 
twill or satin, the lining forming a bag which 
draws up at top with a ribbon, and when 
open turns down over the basket. 
Two 
pockets are set in opposite sides of the 
basket {inside, of course), and a needle- 
book and straps for holding scissors, thim­ 
ble, etc., are tastened to the others. 
Pretty catch alls are made of the Yeddo 
reed cuffs worn by chemists. 
For these 
they are embroidered in long stitches with 
colored wools, or are decorated with ap­ 
plique figures. 
A bag bottom is added and 
the edges are finished with quilled ribbon. 
Slippers of the same material, lined and 
trimmed, are used for tiny wall-pockets. 
BLOTTING-BOOKS. 
Blotting-books are easily made and also 
very useful. 
Stiff crash in two thicknesses 
makes a good back for one of these. 
Cnt 
the stripe nine inches wide and sixteen in 
length. 
Work the outer one in cross­ 
stitch with the monogram of the person for 
whom it is intended just where it will 
come in the center of the npper lid of the 
book. 
Bind the edges with scarlet woolen 
braid, or with ribbon, so as to hold the 
pieces together. 
More elegant blotters sre 
of satin or velvet, made in the same way. 
Double the back through the middle, like 
the back of a book, and work two button­ 
holes lengthwise in the crease. 
Cut 
blotting-paper to fit, forming, say eight 
leaves, and fasten in by a ribbon passed in 
through one buttonhole and out at the 
other, through the paper, and tied at the 
back in a bow. 
Embroidery may be sub­ 


stituted for the monogram, if desired, or 
etching. 
Far this last a design from 
Kate Grunaway’s “ Under the Willow ” or 
from “ Mother Goose,” etc., looks well. 
If you cannot draw, have the design 
stamped and mars, the line over with 
India ink ; or, work the pattern in outline 
stitch in color to match the binding. 


POCKET CASE. 
A useful present, also, is a little case to 
be carried in the pocket when traveling, 
containing scissors, comb, pins, needles, 
black and white ootton (on flat winders), 
sticking-plaster, stamps, button-hook and 
thimble. 
This may be made of enameled 
cloth or leather, with loops of elastic ar­ 
ranged on it in such a manner that it will 
fold into a little packet about the size of a 
letter and only a little thicker. 
TEA COSIES— SIDE BAGS. 
Tea cosies grow in popularity, and are at 
once pretty and useful. They are made in 
cap shape to cover the teapot, and, as their 
mission is to keep the tea hot, must be 
warmly wadded and lined. 
Quilted silk, 
satin or merino are the materials most used 
for them, but some are daintily embroid­ 
ered or hand-painted. 
The fashionable tide bags will figure 
largely as Christmas presents this year. 
Those most liked are the flat bags, with 
plated rims and with catches and chain. 
Others are in reticule shape, plain or em­ 
broidered, and some are exquisitely hand- 
painted in floral designs. 


PINCUSHIONS AND FANS. 
' Pincushions are legion. 
The handsomest 
are of plush. Next comes silk or satin, so 
beautifully embroidered or painted that, as 
a lady said of one such, “ it would be a sin 
to stick a pin in it.” 
Fans also appear among fashionable 
fancy work. 
A five-cent Japanese fan 
with long handle forms the foundation. 
This is covered with satin, embroidered, 
painted or trimmed with lace and flowers. 
Some have a butterfly, others have a hum­ 
ming bird in a nest of lace, and all are fin­ 
ished with satin ribbon. 
PEN -WIPERS. 
Pen-wipers pass enumeration. 
The new­ 
est are in form of a miniatuie tea-cosy, the 
cosy ÜDed by stiff card and filled in with 
strips of cloth, or, better yet, with ends 
of black worsted. The outside should be 
prettily worked. 
Another Dew peD-wiper 
imitates a shawl strap. 
To make this the 
cloth may be arranged in three different 
colored rolls—for instance, red, blue and 
gray—and padded by odd scraps until 
about half an inch in diameter. 
Form 
small straps of enameled cloth, similar to 
those used for shawls, and fasten the tiny 
luggage together. 
A few threads of gold- 
colored silk will represent the buckles. 
Another style is a small cup stuffed tight 
with a tassel of black wool; indeed, there 
is no limit to the forms which this neces­ 
sary appendage to a writing-table may as­ 
sume. 
FOR THE DRESSING TABLE. 
Very useful od the dressing table are the 
little baskets of three or four inches in 
diameter, just large enough to hold a spool 
of black cotton, one of white, a thimble, 
needle-book and a tiny pair of scissors. 
Baskets of this kind are to be had resting 
on three legs, and may, with a little pati­ 
ence and ingenuity, be made exceedingly 
pretty as well as useful. They should be 
carefully lined with a little gray-colored 
silk or satin, and should have a small 
pocket just large enough for a thimble, 
tacked mside, and opposite this should 
be fastened a tiny stuffed 
pin 
cush­ 
ion. 
The scissors should have a sheath 
of the same color as the lining, if 
possible, 
and the 
needle-book should 
be small, 
but convenient 
for 
hold­ 
ing 
two 
flat 
papers 
of 
needles 
and a leaf or two of fine flannel. 
A little 
cord round the edge of the basket is a 
great improvement and finish. 
Such are 
some of the trifles which may be made as 
Christmas presents for those who will value 
the gift as part of the giver, because it is 
her own handiwork.
